Import  Duties — Imperial  Preference 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  issued  the  Import  Duties 
(Imperial  Preference)  No,  i  Regulations,  1933,  the 
provisions  of  which  will  come  into  operation  on  April 
i>  1933-  These  regulations  provide  that  whereas  at 
present  goods  of  the  classes  mentioned  in  the  schedule 
can  claim  Empire  preference  if  they  contain  a  minimum 
of  25  per  cent.  Empire  material  and  labour,  such 
goods  will,  as  from  April  i,  have  to  contain  a  minimum 
of  50  per  cent.  Empire  material  and  labour,  in  order  to 
secure  Empire  preferential  treatment.  Included  in  the 
schedule  are  the  following  classes  and  descriptions  of 
goods : — 

Plate  and  sheet  glass,  whether  bevelled,  silvered,  or  other- 
wise finished  or  not.  Illuminating  glassware,  table  glassware, 
toilet  glassware  and  ornamental  glassware. 

Glass  bottles  and  glass  jars,  including  glass  stoppers. 
Beakers,  flasks,  burettes,  measuring  cylinders,  thermometers, 
tubing  and  other  scientific  glassware  and  lamp-blown  ware. 

The  following  articles  manufactured  wholly  or  partly  of  the 
metals  aluminium,  copper,  lead,  nickel,  tin,  zinc  and  alloys 
containing  any  of  these  metals :  Sheets  and  strip,  rods,  plates, 
angles,  shap'^s  and  sections,  wire,  tubes,  foil  and  hollow-ware. 

Cutlery. — Knives  with  one  or  more  blades  made  wholly  or 
partly  of  steel  or  iron.  Scissors,  including  tailors'  shears  and 
secateurs,  made  wholly  or  partly  of  steel  or  iron.  Razors, 
including  safety-razors  and  Wades  therefor.  Hair  clippers. 
Carvmg  forks.  Knife  sharpeners,  wholly  or  partly  of  steel. 
Component  parts  of  or  blanks  for  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
articles. 

Galvanometers,  pyrometers,  electroscopes,  barometers, 
analytical  and  other  precision  balances,  and  other  scientific 
instruments  and  component  parts  thereof,  gauges  and  measur- 
ing instruments  of  precision  of  the  types  used  in  engineering 
machine  shops  and  viewing  rooms,  whether  for  use  in  such 
shops  or  rooms  or  not  (but  not  including  microscopes,  field 
and  opera  glasses,  theodolites,  sextants,  spectroscopes  and 
other  optical  instruments  and  component  parts  thereof). 


Unexposed  sensitised  photographic  paper,  cloth,  plates  and 
film  (including  cinematograph  film)  and  spools  therefor. 

Electrical  goods  including:  Wireless  apparatus,  electric  car- 
bons, electric  lighting  appliances  and  fittings,  batteries  and 
accumulators,  electric  cooking  and  heating  apparatus,  electric 
meters,  part  of,  and  accessories  to,  the  above. 

Wireless  valves  and  similar  rectifiers  and  vacuum  tubes. 

Ignition  magnetos  and  permanent  magnets. 

Arc  lamp  carbons  and  amorphous  carbon  electrodes. 

Paints,  painters'  enamels,  lacquers,  varnishes  and  printers' 
inks.  Distempers,  whether  dry  or  not.  Pigments  and  ex- 
tenders (whether  dry  or  with  oil  or  other  medium)  other  than 
the  following:  Natural  dyes;  synthetic  organic  dyestuSs, 
colours  and  colouring  matters;  dry  earth  colours,  barytes, 
silica,  graphite  and  carbon  black  from  natural  gas. 

Trunks,  bags,  wallets,  pouches  and  other  receptacles  made 
wholly  or  partly  of  leather  or  material  resembling  leather, 
whether  fitted  or  not. 

Transparent  cellulose  wrapping. 

Manufactures  wholly  or  partly  of  rubber,  balata  or  gutta 
percha  (including  vulcanite  and  ebonite). 

Toilet  preparations  (excluding  essential  oils)  of  the  follow- 
ing descriptions :  Toilet  soap ;  tooth  paste  or  powder  and 
liquid  preparations  for  dental  purposes  and  mouth  washes; 
todet  paste  or  powder;  toilet  cream;  hair  dyes;  scented 
sachets;  lipstick,  rouge  and  grease  paint;  preparations  for  use 
in  manicure  or  chiropody;  preparations  for  use  on  the  hair, 
face  or  body;  bath  salts  and  essences;  smelling  salts;  pre- 
pared fullers  earth. 

Toilet  requisites  of  the  following  descriptions :  Powder  bowls 
or  boxes  and  powder  puffs;  nail  polishers;  nad  clippers,  nail 
cleaners  and  nail  files  ;  denture  bowls  ;  manicure  sets  ;  parts 
of  the  above  articles. 

Pen  nibs,  fountain  pens,  stylographic  and  other  pens,  pro- 
pelling pencils,  paper  clips  and  fasteners,  stationery  glass- 
ware and  parts  of  any  such  articles. 

Hair  combs. 

Clocks  and  clock  cases.

Inquests 

A  verdict  that  the  cause  of  death  was  the  taking  of 
aspirin  tablets  by  misadventure  was  recorded  by  the 
Stoke-on-Trent  coroner  at  a  recent  inquest  on  the  body 
of  Kathleen  Latham,  aged  twenty-three  'months.  It  was 
stated  that  the  child  found  a  box  of  aspirin  tablets  and 
took  three  or  four  of  them. 

An  inquest  was  held  recently  on  the  body  of  Mr. 
Alexander  Smith  Allen,  described  as  a  chemist's  manag- 
ing director,  of  Francis  Road,  Leyton,  London,  E.,  who, 
the  evidence  showed,  committed  suicide  by  taking  hydro- 
cyanic acid.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Allen  had  no  reason 
for  taking  his  life,  and  a  verdict  was  given  accordingly. 

The  Camberwell  (London)  coroner  held  an  inquiry,  on 
January  26  and  January  30,  concerning  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Matilda  Hooker,  Paulet  Road,  S.E.  Dr.  J.  A.  Gardner, 
lecturer  on  biochemistry  at  St.  George's  Hospital,  said  he 
found  in  the  stomach  of  the  deceased  a  solution  of 
nicotine.  He  extracted  enough  nicotine  from  the  organs 
to  kill  a  large  number  of  people.  It  was  a  very  rare 
poison.  He  found  that  this  poison  could  be  bought  retail 
for  IS.  6d.  per  oz.,  and  was  used  for  smoking  fly  off  roses 
and  as  a  weed-killer.  He  felt  strongly  of  opinion  that 
some  restriction  ought  to  be  enforced  as  to  the  sale  of 
such  a  powerful  poison.  Dr.  Creed  said  that  he  found 
acute  inflammation  of  the  stomach  due  to  the  action  of 
some  corrosive  irritant.  One  usually  came  across  such 
cases  of  poisoning  where  sailors  had  swallowed  quids  of 


tobacco.  Mr.  A.  H.  Walkyier,  chemist  and  druggist, 
produced  the  poison-register  of  a  Clapham  branch  of 
Taylors  (British  Chemists),  Ltd.,  showing  that  Mr. 
Hooker  purchased  one  oz.  of  nicotine  on  March  22,  1932. 
Recording  a  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death,"  the  coroner 
said  he  thought  the  woman  took  the  poison  in  mistake 
for  a  purgative.  "  The  public  aspect  of  the  matter  is  of 
considerable  importance,"  he  continued.  "  It  is  obvious, 
from  what  the  police  say,  that  the  public  as  a  whole  are 
entirely  unaware  of  the  highly  dangerous  nature  of  this 
poison.  Also  there  can  be  very  little  doubt  it  is  well  used 
in  agricultural  districts  for  agricultural  purposes  and  also 
by  amateur  gardeners.  That  makes  it  more  necessary 
that  it  should  not  be  dispensed  in  a  liighly  concentrated 
form.  In  my  humble  judgment  it  should  always  be 
diluted,  and  I  hope  that  cliemists  at  large  will  consider 
this  warning  in  the  public  interest.  The  matter  seems 
of  sufficient  importance  for  me  to  communicate  with  the 
Government  Department  concerned  in  the  matter." 

Miscellaneous 

Poison-licence  application. — Mr.  W.  H.  Steele,  seeds- 
man, Whitehaven,  has  applied  to  the  Town  Council  for 
a  licence  to  sell  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons. 

University  of  London. — A  course  of  six  public 
lectures  on  "  Chemical  Structure  and  Pharmacological 
Action  "  will  be  given  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Ing,  M.A.,  D.Phil., 
at  University  College,  Gower  Street,  W.C.i,  on  Mondays, 
at  5  p.m.,  beginning  on  February  13.  The  lectures  are 
open  without  fee  or  ticket. 

Dental  registration  fees. — The  Privy  Council  has 
made  an  Order  (S.R.  &  O.,  1933,  No.  16:  Stationery 
Office,  id.)  confirming  the  amendments  made  by  the 
Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  at  its  November 
session  (C.  6^  D.,  November  26,  1932,  p.  636)  in  respect 
of  registration  fees.  The  annual  fee  for  retention  on  the 
Register  (except  for  the  two  years  immediately  following 
the  year  of  registration)  is  £2,  for  1933,  £^  los.  for  1934, 
and  £1^  afterwards. 

In  the  courts. — At  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London, 
recently,  five  men  were  committed  for  trial  on  charges 
which  included  breaking  into  a  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  in 
Harrow  Road,  W.,  and  stealing  goods  valued  at  ^^65. — 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  on  January 
31,  the  British  Optical  Association  was  granted  an  in- 
junction restraining  Mr.  B.  J.  Hughes,  Priory  Place, 
Doncaster,  from  using  any  title  or  words  calculated  or 
contrived  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  he  was  a  member  or 
Fellow  of  the  plaintiff  Association. — At  Thames  Police 
Court,  on  February  i,  Walter  Collier,  formerly  of  Upper 
North  Street,  Poplar,  was  fined  ;^20,  with  £10  los.  costs, 
for  practising  as  a  dentist  without  being  registered. 

Leicester  College  of  Technology. — A  visit  was  paid 
by  the  Scientific  Society  of  the  Leicester  College  of  Tech- 
nology to  Messrs.  Bass's  brewery.  Burton-on-Trent,  on 
January  26.  The  party,  of  which  pharmacy  students 
formed  the  majority,  were  conducted  through  the  cooper- 
age, where  they  saw  the  complete  process  of  cask-mak- 
ing. The  operation  of  brewing  was  explained  by  a  very 
efficient  guide,  and  the  chemistry  laboratories  were  also 
visited.  The  party  were  entertained  to  tea,  Mr.  Foster, 
the  chief  chemist,  acting  as  host. — A  series  of  twelve 
lectures  for  pharmacists  is  teing  delivered  at  the  College 
by  Dr.  E.  W.  Goodwin.  The  series  comprises  four 
lectures  on  vaccines,  etc.,  four  on  endocrinology,  and 
four  on  dietetics  and  vitamins. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. — At  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  on  January  30,  Marcella  Leonie  Fester  (35), 
Goodge  Street,  W.i,  was  charged  with  being  in  pos- 
session of  a  "  dangerous  "  drug  without  being 
authorised.  Mr.  Francis  Peregrine,  barrister,  for  the 
defence,  at  first  pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  but  eventually 
pleaded  "  Guilty."  The  accused  was  bound  over  for 
three  years  with  a  residential  condition,  and  was 
ordered  to  pay  £6  6s.  costs. — At  Doncaster,  on  January 
31,  Albert  H.  Watkinson,  Armthorpe,  described  as  an 
unregistered  dentist,  was  sentenced  to  three  months' 
imprisonment,  and  was  fined  £1  on  each  of  three  sum- 
monses, on  charges  of  obtaining  unlawfully  72  gr.  of 
cocaine  hydrochloride  from  a  chemist  and  of  practising 
dentistry. 
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Scottish  Notes 


"A  Certain  Liveliness"  in  Inverness 

In  "The  Inverness  Courier"  of  January  20,  and  in 
various  other  newspapers,  there  appeared  a  statement  by 
the  Rev.  Wilham  Sutherland,  East  Church  of  Scotland, 
Inverness,  to  the  effect  that  the  chemists  of  the  town,  or 
some  of  them,  were  selling  methylated  spirits  as  a 
beverage  on  Sundays.  Sometimes,  he  continued,  the 
concoction  was  disguised  as  a  pick-me-up.  With 
the  addition  of  picturesque  details,  such  as  that  the 
amount  supplied  was  gauged  so  that  the  recipients 
did  not  collapse  too  near  the  chemists'  premises,  the 
speaker  went  on  to  say  that  ' '  there  was  difficulty 
in  obtaining  evidence  against  chemists  who  sold  methy- 
lated spirits  on  Sundays,  but  the  whole  population 
should  boycott  them."  This  challenge  has  evoked  a 
spirited  reply  in  the  "  Courier  "  from  Mr.  S.  Hendry  and 
Mr.  J.  Stark,  chairman  and  secretary  respectively  of  the 
Inverness  and  North  of  Scotland  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.    We  quote  the  principal  passages:  — 

"  Mr.  Sutherland  is  probably  not  aware  that  by  the  Customs 
and  Excise  Regulations  it  is  unlawful  for  anyone  to  sell 
methylated  spirits  between  the  hours  of  lo  p.m.  on  Saturday 
and  8  a.m.  on  Monday,  under  a  penalty  of  £ioo.  Methylated 
spiriLs  may  be  sold  and  is  sold  by  traders  other  than  chemists 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  made  inquiry,  and  taken 
precautions  to  acl*  in  consort  with  the  police  to  prevent  the 
evil  of  methylated  spirit  drinking,  and  all  chemists  are  ex- 
pected to — and  we  believe  do — co-operate  in  this  common 
endeavour  by  refusing  to  sell  methylated  spirit  at  any  time 
if  they  have  the  slightest  suspicion  that  it  is  to  be  used  other- 
wise than  for  a  legitimate  purpose.  We  have  no  evidence 
that  any  chemist  in  Inverness  has  ever  sold  methylated  spirits 
for  drinking,  nor  have  we  ever  heard  of  it  being  put  up  in 
the  form  of  a  '  pick-me-up,'  and  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  chem.ists  in  Inverness  do  not  sell  methylated  spirits 
for  any  purpose  on  Sunday." 

The  letter  ends  by  suggesting  that  this  ' '  very  grave 
aspersion  on  the  chemists  of  Inverness  "  should  be  with- 
drawn. Another  letter  in  the  "Courier,"  signed 
"  William  James  Oliver,"  puts  the  matter  pertinently  in 
this  form: — "The  question  which  immediately  arises  is, 
whom  are  the  public  to  boycott?  If  the  public  boycotts 
all  the  chemists,  then  the  doctors  of  Inverness  must  step 
to  the  fore  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions.  That 
they  will  do  so  is  very  unlikely.  If  the  public  know  whom 
to  boycott,  then  why  is  not  action  taken  by  the  police  ?

A LARGE  and  representative  audience  was  present 
at  the  Leicester  College  of  Technology  on  January 
i8,  when  Mr.  F.  Wokes,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C, 
gave  a  lecture  on  ' '  The  Standardisation  of  the  Biological 
Products  of  the  New  British  Pharmacopoeia."  The  occa- 
sion was  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Leicester  and  Leicester- 
shire Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
Chemistry  Section  of  the  Leicester  Literary  and  Philoso- 
phical Society.  Mr.  F.  S.  Burford,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  was 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Wokes  commenced  by  stating  that  the 
biological  assays  of  the  B.P.,  1932,  might  be  divided 
into  two  classes.  In  the  first  a  high  degree  of  accuracy 
was  not  required,  e.g.,  old  tuberculin  (used  mainly  for 
diagnostic  purposes),  vitamin  D  (in  which  there  was  no 
danger  from  moderate  overdosing),  tetanus  antitoxin, 
gas-gangrene  antitoxin  and  diphtheria  antitoxin  (in 
which  the  chief  concern  was  sufficient  dosage) .  In  the 
second  group  the  correct  dosage  lay  within  very  narrow 
limits,  and  accurate  standardisation  was  essential,  e.g., 
for  pituitary  extract,  insulin  and  digitalis  the  units  were 
as  follows :  — 

Pituitary  Extract       ...       ...  The  activity  in  o •  5  mgm.  of  the 

standard  preparation. 

Insulin  ...       ...       ...       ...  The  activity  in  0-125  mgm.  of 

the  standard  preparation. 

Digitalis  ...       ...       ...  The  activity  in  100  mgm.  of  the 

standard  preparation. 

The  introduction  of  biological  standardisation  had 
reduced  the  wide  variation  in  potency  within  safe  limits. 


Mr.  Wokes  dealt  with  the  standardisation  of  digitalis  and 
made  clear  the  method  of  calculating  the  amount  re- 
quired of  any  of  the  preparations  of  digitalis  when  the 
drug  was  ordered  in  units.  For  digitahs,  one  unit  of 
activity  was  contained  in  (a)  if  gr.  of  powdered  digita- 
lis ;  or  (6)  300  minims  of  fresh  infusion  of  digitalis  ;  or 
(c)  15  minims  of  tincture  of  digitalis. 

Ergot  and  Cod-liver  Oil 

Ergot  and  cod-liver  oil  were  mentioned  as  examples  of 
two  pharmacopceial  substances  for  which  biological  assays 
had  been  replaced  by  colour  tests,  made  possible  by  the 
careful  application  of  biological  methods.  A  short 
account  of  the  numerous  investigations  of  ergot  served 
to  illustrate  the  invaluable  part  played  by  the  biological 
assay  method  introduced  by  Broom  and  Clark.  Finally, 
the  difficulties  of  the  cod-liver  oil  colour  test  were  de- 
scribed and  compared  with  that  given  under  ergot. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  W.  A.  Broom 
spoke  of  the  ideal  of  chemical  methods  of  assay.  Mr. 
A.  R.  G.  Chamings  referred  to  the  disparity  between 
clinical  evidence  in  the  use  of  ergot  and  the  results  pro- 
duced by  laboratory  methods  of  assay.  He  remarked 
that  the  great  difEerence  in  ergotoxine  content  between 
Russian  and  Spanish  ergot  had  not  caused  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  former  from  the  B.P.  Mr.  Wokes  said  this 
was  due  to  great  variability  in  supply.  Mr.  E.  B.  Ward 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer. 


Topical  Reflections

This  Year's  Conference 

is  seemingly  being  planned,  so  far 
as  local  arrangements  are  concerned,  on  a  more  ambi- 
tious scale  than  anytliing  to  which  we  have  been 
accustomed  in  the  past.  According  to  Mr.  Linstead 
(C.  csy  D.,  January  28,  p.  89)  there  are  to  be  some  extra- 
pharmaceutical  attractions  to  distinguish  the  meeting 
in  London  next  July  ;  and  I  would  venture  to  suggest 
that,  in  view  of  modern  developments  in  medical  prac- 
tice and  pharmaceutical  interest  therein,  steps  should  be 
taken  to  secure  the  attendance  at  the  science  sessions  of 
a  number  of  medical  practitioners.  This,  however,  is 
probably  more  a  matter  for  the  Conference  Executive 
to  give  attention  to  ;  possibly  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  could  see  its  way  to  giving  up  one  of 
the  haif-days  devoted  to  delegates'  meetings  for  the 
purpose  of  a  special  medico-pharmaceutical  conference 
on  matters  of  common  interest  to  the  two  professions. 
But  the  more  important  point  is  that  the  week's  pro- 
gramme should  be  arranged  on  a  national  or  imperial 
rather  than  a  parochial  basis.  London  pharmacy  may, 
as  Mr.  Linstead  suggested,  be  somewhat  lacking  in  a 
corporate  spirit,  but  it  is  surely  quite  equal  to  rising 
to  the  occasion  if  properly  called  upon. 

New  Zealand  Chemists 

appear  to  have  faced  the  difficulty 
of  serious  price  cutting  boldly  (C.  6-  D.,  January  28, 
p.  87),  though  the  only  way  in  which  they  could  defend 
their  position  as  legitimate  dealers  in  drugs  and  medi- 
cines was  by  organising  a  system  of  price  reduction, 
designed  to  prevent  further  loss  of  business  by  their 
customers  being  attracted  away  from  their  pharmacies. 
With  no  arrangement  for  price  protection,  such  as  our 
P.A.T.A.  scheme,  prevailing  in  their  country,  this  was 
obviously  the  only  satisfactory  way  in  which  they  could 
proceed,  and  it  must  be  realised  that  no  isolated  efforts 
by  individual  chemists  could  properly  have  met  the 
case,  because  of  the  tendency  to  react  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  other  chemists.    Rightly,  therefore,  resort  was 


had  to  co-operation,  and  the  success  which  is  reported 
to  have  attended  the  joint  efforts  of  our  New  Zealand 
brethren  is  most  gratifying.  We  are  told  that,  although 
the  scheme  arranged  has  been  operating  for  only  a  short 
time,  more  customers  have  come  to  the  chemists  for 
the  lines  offered  at  cut  rates,  the  big  cutters  have  lost 
interest  in  the  articles  of  which  the  sales  are  now  being 
nursed  by  the  associated  chemists,  and  many  manu- 
facturers have  seen  the  desirability  of  taking  steps  to 
maintain  their  turnover  by  regaining  the  goodwill  of 
the  chemists.  The  moral  of  the  affair  is,  obviously, 
that  chemists  can  accomplish  by  co-operation  much 
which  is  otherwise  be^'ond  their  power.  And  though  we 
are  fortunate  in  having  the  P.A.T.A.  to  safeguard  our 
interests  so  far  as  protection  of  the  prices  of  many  pro- 
prietaries are  concerned,  it  should  not  be  overlooked 
that  there  may  be  other  directions  in  which  the  value 
of  co-operative  effort  by  British  chemists  can  be  made 
manifest. 

Education  and  Apprenticeship 

in  pharmacy  are  discussed  by 
"  Meteor  "  in  a  m.anner  that  shows  a  marked  break 
away  from  convention  (p.  96).  So  much  so  that  his 
comments  have  the  effect  of  a  refreshing  breeze  in  sweep- 
ing away  cobwebs  and  haziness  from  the  subject.  There 
is  much  to  be  said  in  support  of  his  arguments  respecting 
the  extent  to  which  the  influence  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copceia  prevails  in  the  pharmacy  syllabus  of  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination,  and  the  desira- 
bility of  taking  steps  to  reform  that  syllabus  drastically, 
so  that  examination  requirements  may  accord  more 
closely  with  modern  business  requirements.  But  it  must 
not  be  overlooked  that  everyone  who  qualifies  as  a 
pharmacist  is  not  going  to  carry  on  business  of  the  same 
type,  and  that  examination  syllabuses  generally  must 
be  devised  to  cover  all  possibilities.  I  should  be  dis- 
posed to  include  in  our  syllabus  all  that  "  Meteor  " 
asks  for,  but  there  must  be  other  matter  besides  if  the 
syllabus  is  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  the  needs  of  our 
time  demand.

AJOIiSlT  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  and  District 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
Shefheld  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  January  27,  Mr.  C.  W.  Hobson 
(president)  in  the  Chair.  There  was  a  large  attendance. 
Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  delivered  a 
lecture  on 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932 

The  lecturer,  after  describing  the  organisation  of  the 
Pharinacopoeia  Commission  and  giving  a  general  account 
of  the  revision,  referred  to  some  of  the  new  drugs,  in 
particular  those  requiring  biological  standardisation. 
Discussing  vitamins,  Dr.  Hampshire  said  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  did  not  include  a  standard  for  vitamin 
D  in  cod-liver  oil  for  a  number  of  reasons.  The  bio- 
logical test  is  lengthy  and  expensive  to  carry  out,  and 
can  only  be  economically  applied  by  drawing  a  sample 
from  a  very  large  bulk  of  oil.  For  unofficial  purposes 
it  was  possible  to  adopt  the  practice  of  taking  a  number 
of  barrels  at  random  from  a  consignment,  bulking  them 
and  drawing  a  sample  for  test.  This,  of  course,  gave  a 
result  which  might  possibly  differ  from  the  result  which 
would  be  obtained  by  bulking  the  w*ole  consignment, 
and  such  a  procedure  would  be  unsuitable  for  inclusion 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  Pharmacopoeia  includes  an 
antimony  trichloride  colour  test  for  cod-liver  oil,  and 
gives  a  minimum  standard  of  blue  value,  but  is  careful 
to  dissociate  the  antimony  trichloride  test  from  any 
standard  for  vitamin  A.  It  is  generally  considered  that 
the  antimony  trichloride  test  provides  a  means  of  deter- 
mining vitamin  A,  and  that  the  results  coincide  with  the 
biological  tests  on  concentrated  material  ;  but  in  the 
view  of  some  experts  the  application  of  the  test  to  cod- 
liver  oil  is  hable  to  be  vitiated  by  the  presence  of  other 
chromogenic  substances  in  the  oil.  It  seemed  probable 
that,  in  the  near  future,  vitamin  A  and  vitamin  C 
would  be  definitely  established  as  individual  chemical 
substances. 

Some  points  in  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  would  be 
helpful  to  dispensing  pharmacists  were  discussed,  such 
as  the  methylated  preparations  and  the  concentrated 
waters  and  infusions.  In  connection  with  doses  some 
important  changes  in  the  dosage  of  potent  drugs  were 
mentioned,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  doses  of  the 
preparations  of  certain  standardised  drugs  had  been 
adjusted  to  correspond  with  the  strength  of  the  active 
ingredient.  He  had  been  asked  recently  why  the 
maximum  dose  of  dry  extract  of  hyoscyamus  had  been 
reduced  from  8  gr.  to  i  gr.,  although  the  alkaloidal 
standard  remained  unchanged.  A  comparison  of  the 
doses  and  strengths  of  the  preparations  of  the  three 
solanaceous  drugs  was  interesting,  as  illustrating  the  way 
in  which  the  doses  had  been  adjusted.

Tincture    of    hyoscyamus,    B.P.,     1914,    was  not 
standardised.    In  the  B.P.,  1932,  a  standardised  tincture 
is  included  having  approximately  the  same  strength  as 
the  B.P.,   1914  tincture,  and  the  doses  are  kept  the 
same.    The  alkaloidal  strength  of  the  dry'extract  is  kept 
the  same  as  the  extract  of  hyoscyamus,  B.P.,  1914,  and 
it  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  reduce  the  maximum  dose 
to  I  gr.     The  dry  extract  of  hyoscyamus  thus  comes 
into  line  with  the  other  powerful  alkaloidal  extracts 
having  doses  |  to   i   gr.      The  doses  and  alkaloidal 
strengths  of  belladonna  and  stramonium  preparations 
correspond  similarly  among  themselves,  but  the  doses  of 
the  preparations  of  the  three  solanaceous  drugs  do  not 
correspond  when  compared  on  the  basis  of  alkaloidal 
strength.    For  instance,  .  extractum  hyoscyami  siccum, 
with  0.3  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  has  the  same  dose  as 
extractum    belladonuce    siccum    with    i    per   cent,  of 
alkaloids.    It  would  have  meant  considerable  changes  in 
the  pharmacy  of  these  preparations,  and  in  the  dosage, 
in  order  to  bring  all  three  drugs  into  line.  However, 
such  a  course  was  unnecessary  and  probably  inadvisable, 
because  medical  men  appear    to    regard  these  drugs 
separately,  using  each  in  its  proper  place  in  prescriptions 
for  special  purposes.    The  prescriber  follows  his  clinical 
experience  in  these  matters,  and  is  not  so  much  in- 
terested   in    accurate   proportions    of    "  the  alkaloids 
calculated  as  hyoscyamine."     It  should  be  noted  also 
that  these  drugs  and  their  preparations  may  contain 
alkaloids  in  different  proportions,  and  the  determination 
of  total  alkaloids  "  calculated  as  hyoscyamine  "  is  not 
necessarily  a  measure  of  tlieir  clinical  value.    The  reasons 
why  hyoscyamus  should  be  used  for  relieving  spasm 
in  some  cases,  while  belladonna  was  used  in  others,  and 
why    stramonium    should    be    preferred    in  paralysis 
agitans  or  the  similar  condition  following  encephalitis 
lethargica  might  form  the  subject  of  a  useful  inquiry. 
It  was  obvious  that  dosage  cannot  agree  with  alkaloidal 
strength  in  all  instances.    For  instance,  one  would  not 
expect  the  doses  of  tincture  of  opiuui  and  camphorated 
tincture  of  opium  to  correspond  wdth  the  proportions  of 
morphine.     The  two  tinctures  were  used  for  entirely 
different  purposes. 

Discussion 

The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  discussion  said  that 
he  regretted  the  changes  in  liquor  arsenicalis,  par- 
ticularly the  omission  of  the  colouring  material  which 
was  useful  in  distinguishing  the  solution  from  other 
poisonous  liquids.  He  thought  that  it  would  have  been 
a  great  advantage  if  standards  for  the  vitamins  in 
cod-liver  oil  could  have  been  included.  The  Lassar's 
paste  included  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  differed  from 
ihe  formula  usually  dispensed.  The  difficulties  which 
arose  with  ipecacuanha  wine  were  regrettable  ;  it  was 
a  pity  that  the  change  to  tincture  of  ipecacuanha  had 
been  thought  necessary.  The  concentrated  liquors 
were  a  great  convenience,  and  it  was  to  be  hoped  that 
in  future  Pharmacopoeias  the  principle  of  concentrated 
liquors  for  syrups  would  be  extended.  He  thought 
that  the  unification  of  doses  for  different  classes  of 
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preparations  was  a  great  advantage,  and  they  should 
be  continued  and  extended.  It  would  be  of  value  to 
the  pharmacist  if  alterations  to  the  Pharmacopceia 
could  be  issued  from  time  to  time  in  the  form  of 
supplements,  instead  of  being  reserved  for  a  complete 
new  issue  at  lengthy  intervals.  The  task  of  acquaint- 
ing himself  with  new  formulas  and  methods,  and  of 
adapting  his  business  to  them,  was  a  heavy  one  for 
the  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Austen  commented  on  the  value  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  to  medical  men  and  pharmacists.  He 
regarded  the  Parrish's  food  included  in  the  Pharma- 
copceia as  being  too  acid  and  containing  too  much  iron; 
inuch  better  formulas  were  available.  He  criticised 
the  changes  in  Gregory's  powder. 

A  Member  asked  as  to  the  legal  position  of  a 
pharmacist  who  continued  to  supply  Parrish's  food 
according  to  an  established  formula  of  his  own,  even 
though  the  formula  differed  from  that  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  raised  the  point  of  the  application 
of  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  to  the  case 
of  Parrish's  food,  when  formulas  differing  from  that 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  were  used.  He  appreciated  the 
desire  of  the  Commission  to  reduce  the  number  of  drugs 
having  identical  or  similar  actions,  but  thought  that 
in  some  cases  it  had  been  carried  too  far.  For  instance, 
the  retention  of  ammonium  bromide  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia would  have  been  justified.  He  was  surprised 
to  find  acrifiavine  included  in  preference  to  profla- 
vine, which  he  personally  found  to  be  much  more 
commonly  employed.  He  had  no  doubt  everyone 
would  agree  that  the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia  was 
the  finest  Pharmacopoeia  in  the  world. 

Mr.  E.  Preston  referred  to  the  variation  in  the 
formula  for  Gregory's  powder,  and  stated  that  on  the 
books  of  his  business  there  was  a  formula  for 
Gregory's  powder  containing  chamomile.  With  regard 
to  Dakin's  solution,  although  the  formula  did  not  call 
for  standardisation  of  the  solution  after  preparation, 
it  did  require  the  standardisation  of  chlorinated 
lime.  He  inquired  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  term 
'reagent  purity,"  used  in  the  Appendix. 

Dr.  Hampshire,  replying  to  the  discussion,  said  that 
the  question  of  colour  in  liquor  arsenicalis  had  been 
thoroughly  discussed.  The  advantages  of  colouring 
poisons  were  stressed  by  some  people,  but  on  the  other 


hand  there  were  those  who  pointed  out  that  other 
))oisonous  liquids,  such  as  liquor  strychninae  and  liquor 
hydrargyri  perchloridi,  were  left  uncoloured.  The 
Pharmacopoeia-  did  not  use  the  name  Lassar's  paste; 
pasta  zinci  oxidi  composita  was  intended  as  a  base  to 
which  the  dermatologist  could  add  in  suitable  pro- 
portions such  drugs  as  salicylic  acid  or  ichthammol. 
The  difficulty  with  ipecacuanha  wine  was  understood; 
it  was  advisable  to  fall  in  with  the  requirement  of 
the  International  Agreement  and  exclude  medicinal 
wines  from  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  foot-notes  had 
been  added  in  an  endeavour  to  make  clear  what  the 
pharmacist  should  do,  and  to  protect  him  in  his  work. 
The  Introduction  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  foreshadowed 
the  issue  of  supplements  when  required.  The  formula 
of  Parrish's  food  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  was  that  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  Other  formulas  con- 
taining less  acid  were  deficient  in  iron  and  in  calcium; 
it  was  largely  a  matter  of  opinion,  and  medical  opinion 
had  favoured  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  pre- 
paration. With  regard  to  the  legal  position,  he  thought 
that  a  good  deal  depended  on  the  labelling,  but  if  a 
syrup  prepared  according  to  a  formula  other  than 
that  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  was  supplied  and  called  in 
question,  it  would  be  for  the  Court  to  decide  whether 
the  purchaser  had  been  prejudiced.  Section  15  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  made  it  an  offence  to  compound  other- 
wise than  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but 
it  would  be  difficult  to  prove  wrongful  compounding. 
No  doubt  many  people  regretted  the  disappearance  of 
familiar  drugs  from  the  Pharmacopoeia,  but  it  should 
be  remembered  that  the  selection  had  been  made  after 
consultation  with  a  very  large  number  of  people  and 
public  bodies.  There  was  no  doubt  that  Dr.  Gregory 
wrote  a  number  of  different  prescriptions  for  his 
powder.  The  formula  for  Dakin's  solution  was  designed 
to  give  the  dispenser  the  minimum  amount  of  trouble, 
and  all  that  was  necessary  was  to  keep  in  a  stoppered 
bottle  a  standardised  supply  of  chlorinated  lime,  which 
would  remain  unchanged  for  a  considerable  time  under 
these  conditions.  The  term  "  reagent  purity  "  had 
been  the  subject  of  more  than  one  inquiry;  it  simply 
replaced  the  expression  ' '  of  commerce  pure  ' '  which 
was  used  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1914. 

A  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Antcliffe 
nnd  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  Preston,  was  cordially 
awarded  to  the  lecturer. 


Legal  Reporls 


Application  Refused. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  February  i,  Mr.  Justice  Eve 
had  before  him  a  summons  by  Sir  Henry  Fildes,  as  the 
purchaser  of  the  business  and  assets  of  Heppells,  Ltd., 
wholesale  and  retail  chemists,  asking  for  an  order  that 
the  receiver  and  manager  of  the  company  be  directed  to 
deliver  accounts  so  as  to  give  effect  to  what  the  appli- 
cant alleged  was  the  agreement  for  sale.  Mr.  W.  F. 
Swords,  K.C.,  for  the  applicant,  said  on  August  2,  1926, 
the  company  issued  a  debenture  to  Martin's  Bank,  Ltd., 
to  secure  a  loan  of  ;£74,ooo  ;  and  on  April  i,  1930,  the 
company  issued  a  second  debenture  to  Hodders,  Ltd., 
chemists,  to  secure  a  loan  of  ;^40,ooo.  The  receiver  and 
manager  was  appointed  on  February  17,  193 1,  and  on 
March  31,  1931,  the  company  was  ordered  to  be  wound 
up  compulsorily.  On  July  2,  1931,  the  company's  busi- 
ness and  assets  were  sold  to  Sir  Henry  Fildes  for  ;^9i,5oo, 
the  sale  being  completed  on  November  30  following.  The 
point  raised  bv  the  summons  was  that  the  receiver  sought 
to  impose  on  the  purchaser  liability  for  debts  of  the  com- 
rv  •     r  [\,  f    ciciver)  was  appointed,  amounting 

to  some  ;£i2,ooo.  These  included  rent  which  had  accrued 
as  due  down  to  the  preceding  Christmas,  am.ounting  to 
something  like  ;^5,ooo,  and  the  apportionment  of  rent 
from  that  date  until  February  17.  Mr.  Swords  submitted 
that  all  outgoings  to  the  time  the  purchaser  took  posses- 
sion must  be  satisfied  by  the  vendor,  and  they  should 


have  been  discharged  by  the  receiver  out  of  funds  bor- 
rowed on  behalf  of  the  debenture  holders.  Mr.  Gavin  T. 
Simonds,  K.C.,  for  Martin's  Bank,  Ltd.,  contended  that 
the  receiver  and  manager  was  bound  to  make  the  pay- 
ments in  question,  which  he  now  sought  to  get  dis- 
charged, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business.  The 
agreement  for  sale  was  clear  on  the  point.  His  lordship 
said  the  application  was  misconceived  and  must  be  re- 
fused, with  costs.  The  receiver  and  manager  had  brought 
into  his  account  the  payments  for  rent,  etc.,  which  he 
had  made  in  order  to  maintain  the  business  as  a  going 
concern,  and  these  were  payments  which  the  purchaser 
must  accept  as  proper  and  necessary  to  the  business. 

Interim  Injunction. —  In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  January  27  and  January  30,  Mr. 
Justice  Bennett  again  had  before  him  the  motion,  ad- 
journed from  January  20,  by  Irving's  Yeast-Vite,  Ltd., 
against  Mr.  Frederick  Alexander  Horsenail,  Canterbury, 
for  an  interim  injunction  restraining  infringement  of  the 
trade  mark  "Yeast-Vite"  and  from  passing  off  a  pre- 
paration not  made  by  the  plaintiff  company  as  and  for 
Yeast-Vite  (C  &■  D.,  January  28,  p.  82).  Sir  Leslie  Scott, 
K.C.,  who  now  appeared  with  Mr.  Kenneth  Swan  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  his  case  was  that  on  the  true  meaning  of 
the  Trade  Marks  Act  a  registered  trade  mark  was  a  pro- 
perty in  respect  of  which  the  Act  gave  the  owner  a  right 
of  property,  with  the  consequence,  stated  in  the  Act, 
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that  a  trespasser  upon  that  property  was  committing  a 
wrong.  A  trade  mark  was  not  merely  an  indication  of 
the  origin  of  the  goods  but  also  a  valuable  advertisement 
of  the  goods  ;  and  the  use  of  the  mark  by  a  competitor 
without  any  deception  at  all  might  mean  great  damage 
to  the  owner,  and  was  an  infringement.  If  a  person,  in 
order  to  puff  his  own  goods,  used  the  trade  mark  of 
somebody  else,  then  the  trade  mark  was  infringed.  Con- 
cluding his  argument  on  January  30,  counsel  submitted 
that  the  defendant's  use  of  the  trade  mark  "  Yeast-Vite  " 
could  not  help  being  an  infringement,  even  though  the 
defendant  said  his  yeast  tablets  were  not  Yeast-Vite 
tablets.  The  defendant  exhibited  posters,  one  of  which 
stated:  "Don't  buy  a  name.  The  formula  of  patent 
medicines  is  anyone's  property.  We  have  a  substitute 
for  the  following,"  and  the  list  included  Yeast-Vite.  An 
analysis  showed  that  the  composition  of  defendant's 
yeast  tablets  was  widely  different  from  the  composition 
of  Irving's  Yeast-Vite  tablets.  His  lordship,  giving 
judgment,  said  he  would  grant  an  interim  injunction 
restraining  passing  off,  but  would  not  grant  an  interim 
injunction  in  regard  to  alleged  slander  of  goods.  The  im- 
portant part  of  the  matter  related  to  the  alleged  infringe- 
ment of  trade  mark.  The  Court  of  Appeal,  in  the  case  of 
Edward  Young  &  Co.  v.  Grierson  Oldham  &  Co.,  known 
as  the  "  port  wine  case,"  refused  to  grant  an  injunction 
restraining  the  use  of  a  representation  of  a  bullock  cart 
as  part  of  a  trade  mark,  on  the  ground  that  the  defen- 
dants did  not  use  it  as  a  trade  mark  but  merely  as  a 
badge,  representations  of  that  kind  being  in  common  use 
in  the  trade.  It  seemed  to  him  that  they  decided  the 
right  of  a  registered  proprietor  of  a  trade  mark  was  only 
infringed  if  the  person  who  used  his  mark  did  so  for  the 
purpose  of  indicating  the  origin  of  the  goods  to  which  it 
was  applied.  He  had  therefore  to  ask  himself  whether 
the  label  fixed  by  the  defendant  on  his  bottle  of  yeast 
tablets  was  use  of  the  word  ' '  Yeast-Vite  ' '  for  the  pur- 
pose of  indicating  that  the  goods  were  the  goods  of  the 
plaintiffs,  and  in  his  judgment  he  could  not  come  to  that 
conclusion  upon  a  fair  interpretation  of  the  label.  He 
was  bound  by  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  in  the 
case  he  had  mentioned,  and  must  refuse  an  interim  in- 
junction restraining  infringement.

Since  April  i  of  last  year 
the  sales  had  been  ;^2,099,  with  a  gross  profit  of  ;^753, 
and  a  net  profit  of  ^133.  The  debtor  believed  that  the 
business  could  be  continued  profitably.  An  olier  was 
made  of  a  composition  of  6s.  8d.  in  the  £,  which  it  was 
decided  should  be  accepted.

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A  Nursing  Home  Pharmacy 


THE  dispensing  department  of  The  London  Clinic 
and  Nursing  Home,  20  Devonshire  Place, 
London,  W.i,  is  a  combination  of  a  hospital 
pharmacy  and  a  high -class  dispensing  business.  The 
pharmacist  in  charge  is  Mr.  T.  G.  Rees,  in  whose  com- 
pany a.  C.  D.  representative  recently  spent  an  inter- 
esting afternoon.  In  addition  to  a  modern  pharmacy  the 
Home  is  equipped  with  pathological  and  radiological 
departments,  and  adequate  provision  is  made  for 
sterilisation. 

The  building  occupies  a  central  and  convenient  posi- 
tion, the  main  frontage  extending  from  Harley  Street 
along  Marylebone  Road  to  Devonshire  Place  where  the 
entrance  lor  patients  and  visitors  is  situated.  Clear 
definition  is  to  be  found  in  the  general  plan;  the  base- 
ment is  used  for  «taff  and  storage  purposes  and  the 
ground  floor  for  the  kitchens.  There  are  six  floors  for 
general  surgical  and  medical  cases  and  a  seventh  (pro- 
vided with  two  specially-equipped  theatres)  is  devoted 
to  maternity  cases.  The  operating  theatres,  of  which 
there  are  seven,  are  on  the  top  floor;  two  of  these  are 
used  for  nose  and  throat  and  dental  cases.  A  sterilising 
room  adjoins  each  theatre  and  in  one  of  these  our  photo- 
graph of  a  glove  steriliser  was  taken.     The  surgeons' 


rooms  and  ansesthetising  rooms  open  off  the  main  cor- 
ridor. The  theatres  are  illuminated  by  means  of  shadow- 
less lamps  and  the  greatest  precautions  have  been  taken 
against  lighting  failure.  Two  hundred  patients  can  be 
accommodated  but  the  building  contains  1,000  rooms, 
giving  some  idea  of  the  extent  and  variety  of  the  service 
available.  The  equipment  is  obviously  the  best  obtain- 
able and  enables  the  public  to  receive,  at  reasonable 
cost,  not  only  the  amenities  of  a  high-class  nursing 
home  but  the  same  advantages  in  treatment  as  are 
available  at  the  best  general  hospitals. 

The  dispensary  is  accommodated  in  a  spacious  room 
in  the  basement  and  is  fitted  in  the  style  to  be  found  in 
a  modern  high-class  dispensing  establishment.  The 
Home  has  its  own  pharmacopceia  which  has  been  com- 
piled from  the  "  pet  "  prescriptions  of  a  large  number 
of  consultants;  it  is,  in  fact,  a  mixture  of  many 
pharmacopoeias.  The  dispensary  staff  makes  and  supplies 
the  Home's  requirements  of  salines,  gum  salines,  intra- 
venous solutions  and  so  on,  and  is  responsible  for 
surgical  instruments,  gloves,  catheters  and  other  neces- 
sities. Oxygen  is  sent  to  the  patients'  rooms  on  a  stand 
specially  designed  for  quick  transport  and  ease  of 
operation.  Each  patient,  on  entering  the  Home,  is 
supplied  with  a  book  wherein  is  entered  the  doctor's 
prescriptions.  This  book  is  brought  to  the  dispensary 
when  required  and  returned  with  the  prescribed  medica- 
ment. Prescriptions  are  entered  for  reference  on  a  card 
index. 

The  two  large  Schaerer  (Berne)  autoclaves  shown  in 
our  illustration  are  housed  in  a  nearby  room.  Dressings 
come  down  in  drums  (one  for  each  patient)  from  the 
various  floors  and  are  placed  in  the  autoclaves.  After 
sterilisation  the  drums  are  returned  sealed  by  means  of 
strips  of  paper  which  break  when  the  drums  are  opened. 
1  he  autoclaves  are  checked  by  means  of  a  "  tell-tale  " 
before  dressings  are  sent  out.  A  pressure  of  35  lb.  per 
square  inch  is  used;  a  20-in.  vacuum  is  obtained  in  about 
ten  minutes.  Great  care  is  taken  by  the  operator  in 
sealing  the  drums;  his  overall,  gloves  and  cap  are 
sterilised  on  each  occasion. 

A  good  idea  of  the  equipment  of  the  pathological 
laboratory  can  be  obtained  from  our  illustration.  This 
department  is  controlled  by  a  pathologist  and  is  con- 
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cerned  with  the  making  of  autogenous  vaccines,  urine 
testing,  blood  counts,  blood  urea  estimations,  examina- 
tion of  pus  and  similar  examinations.  The  laboratory 
is  situated  on  the  top  floor  and  has  the  advantage  of 
exceptionally  good  lighting  from  the  glass  roof. 

The  radiological  department  comprises  four  ;ir-ray 
rooms  and  one  mobile  ;tr-ray  set.  There  are  also  two 
well-equipped  dark  rooms  and  the  usual  dressing  rooms. 
Developing  is  done  by  time  and  temperature.  The 
equipment  is  capable  of  dealing  with  400  films  per  day 
and  includes  a  large  high-speed  drying  cupboard.  The 
department  guarantees  to  deliver  any  film  on  the  day  it 
is  taken.  The  demonstration  room  is  equipped  with  a 
stereoscopic  apparatus  for  which  two  films  are  taken 
4.5  cm.  apart.  The  result  is  a  greatly  enhanced  value  of 
the  negative.  Urological  and  dental  x-ray  work  are 
conducted  in  rooms  specially  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  stated  that  The  London  Clinic 
and  Nursing  Home,  during  the  year  it  has  been  open, 
has  set  a  new  standard  in  nursing  home  accommodation 
and  treatment  and  will  continue  to  give  at  a  reasonable 
cost  all  the  curative  resources  of  a  great  hospital  to 
patients  who  require  the  advantages  and  comforts  of  a 
nursing  home.

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Winter  Phofographic  Displays 


THE  chemist  who  refuses  to  devote  any  portion  of 
his  window  spate  to  the  needs  of  tlie  amateur 
photographer  during  the  winter  months,  because 
he  considers  that  the  demand  is  too  small  to  justify  such 
a  display,  maj'  sacrifice-  a  substantial  amount  of  busi- 
ness. It  cannot  be  argued  that  the  most  effective  photo- 
graphic   display    will    "  pull  "    as    strongly  during 


L 


February  as  in  summer,  but  even  during  the  dullest 
days  there  is  a  certain  dormant  interest  among  many 
camera-owners,  and  a  well-thought-out  display  can 
stimulate  this  type  of  amateur  photographer  to  action. 
Mere  displays  of  cameras  and  films,  with  specimens  of 
seaside  scenes  and  summer  landscapes,  are  not  likely  to 
achieve  noteworthy  results.  If  the  chemist  will  link  up 
his  display  with  the  prevailing  conditions,  however,  and 
suggest  some  of  the  attractive  form.s  of  winter  camera 
work,  the  effort  will  frequently  create  immediate  busi- 
ness in  materials  and  service.  One  suggestion  that  is 
well  worth  consideration  just  now  is  that  of  a  "  snow 
display."  It  is  well  known  that  even  a  slight  fall  of 
snow  is  a  first-class  stimulant  to  photographic  activity  ; 
at  least  one  such  visitation  is  to  be  expected  in  practi- 
cally all  parts  of  England  before  the  worst  of  the  weather 
is  over,  and  the  chemist  who  has  a  "  snow  tie-up  "  in 
his  window  while  snow  is  actually  Ij'ing  on  the  ground 
should  score  a  distinct  success. 

Planning  Ahead 

Weather  changes  in  this  country  are  so  sudden  that 
such  a  topical  link-up  is  not  easily  achieved,  but  it  can 
be  done  if  the  display  is  prepared  in  advance,  so  that 
it  can  be  staged  in  about  half-an-hour  when  the 
appropriate  time  occurs.  A  simple  but  attractive  setting 
should  be  chosen  ;  for  example,  the  centre-piece  could 
be  a  cardboard  cut-ouc  of  a  pretty  girl  holding  a  camera  ; 
this  can  easily  be  made  by  obtaining  an  enlargement  of 
a   suitable  subject,    mounting  it  on   stout  card,  and 


cutting  round  the  edges.  This  cut-out  should  be  shown 
standing  in  .a  "  snow-covered  landscape,"  which  can  be 
introduced  by  spreading  cotton-wool  in  the  bed  of  the 
window  and  sprinkling  it  with  glass  powder,  or  as 
suggested  in  the  C.  &■  D.,  January  14,  p.  48.  Tufts 
of  cotton-wool  should  be  gummed  inside  the  plate  glass 
to  suggest  snowflakes.  A  plain  sheet  of  blue  crepe  paper 
will  be  a  suitable  background  ;  and  film  cartons,  with 
a  number  of  specimens  of  snow  photography,  both  of 
wiiich  should  be  in  readiness,  should  be  placed  on  either 
side.  A  bold  banner  or  card,  reading  "  Now's  Your 
Chance.  .  .  .  Get  Some  Snow  Pictures  To-day.  .  .  .  Buy 
Your  Films  Here,  Now !  ' '  should  also  be  written  and 
kept  ready  for  prompt  use.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  simple 
display  like  this  can  be  placed  in  the  window  very 
quickly,  provided  that  the  materials  are  available. 

Indoor  Subjects 

A  type  of  winter  photography  window  which  can  be 
staged  at  any  time  during  the  next  month  or  so,  and 
which  should  also  create  worth-while  sales,  is  that  deal- 
ing with  the  possibilities  of  camera  work  indoors,  such 
as  simple  flashlight  subjects.  Here,  again,  merely  to  dis- 
play a  quantity  of  flashpowder  and  apparatus  is  almost 
valueless  ;  the  display  should  "  tell  a  story  "  and  arouse 
the  interest  of  the  ordinary  amateur  as  a  preliminary 
to  inducing  him  to  buy.  A  flashlight  display  that  is 
likely  to  get  results  would  include,  as  the  centre-piece, 
a  group  of  simple  but  effective  specimens  of  flashlight 
work.  The  subjects  should  preferably  be  of  the 
character  that  will  appeal  to  the  "  man-in-the-street  " — 
figure  studies  in  homely  surroundings — not  high-brow. 


Above  these  should  be  a  card  or  banner  reading,  "  You 
Can  Make  Pictures  Like  This  .  .  .  To-night  ...  At 
Home,"  and  a  ribbon  should  run  from  this  card  to  the 
specimens.  In  the  foreground  of  the  display  arrange  a 
small  group  comprising  a  camera,  a  tin  of  flashpowder. 
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and  a  gun,  with  a  neat  card  giving  very  brief  instruc- 
tions.   The  last-named  will  read  somewhat  as  follows:  — 

Taking  Flashlight  Pictures  at  Home 
It's  so  simple.  .  .  . 

(1)  The  quantity  of  powder  to  use,  and  the  way  to 

operate  the  flash  gun,  are  fully  explained  in  the 
free  folder. 

(2)  You  can  take  portraits,  groups,  and  figure  studies 

like  those  displayed,  and  can  carry  out  an  end- 
less succession  of  your  own  ideas. 

(3)  We  will  carefully  develop  and  print  your  films, 

ensuring  the  best  results. 

Try  It  To-night.  .  .  .  Everyone  Will  Enjoy  It  ! 

Winter  work  out-of-doors,  although  not  perhaps  of 
such  wide  appeal  to  the  average  amateur,  could  neverthe- 
less be  made  the  subject  of  an  attractive  display.  Here, 
also,  the  te!l-a-story,  or  educational,  touch  should  be 
used,  for  it  is  necessary  to  create  interest  in  the  possi- 
bilities of  dull  weather  camera  work  before  attempting  to 
sell  either  developing  and  printing  service,  films,  or  a 
better  camera.    An  effective  display  of  this  nature  could 


be  arranged  by  placing  a  light  and  inexpensive  metal 
tripod  in  the  middle  of  the  window,  and  having  a 
number  of  cut-out  cardboard  arrows  pointing  to  it  from 
each  corner,  so  that  the  eye  is  immediately  attracted  to 
the  centre-piece.  Affixed  to  the  tripod  should  be  a  card 
giving  the  price,  with  the  following  wording:  "  With 
your  present  camera  and  a  tripod  you  can  make  scores 
of  charming  winter  pictures  like  those  displayed  in  this 
window.  Get  a  tripod,  and  use  your  camera  all  the 
year  round."  In  the  foreground  would  be  shown  some 
really  attractive  specimens  of  winter  landscapes — not 
necessarily  "  exhibition  studies,"  which  sometimes  strike 
the  ordinary  amateur  as  dull  and  lacking  in  interest,  but 
bright,  sparkling  prints  of  the  kind  that  every 
"  average  "  camera-user  is  proud  to  have  in  his  album. 
Even  if  displays  of  the  kind  described  do  not  yield  the 
proportion  of  immediate  business  that  the  chemist  would 
like,  they  should  still  be  worth  the  small  amount  of  time 
and  trouble  necessary  to  arrange  them,  for  they  will 
prove  an  excellent  means  of  maintaining  contact  with 
photographers  in  anticipation  of  the  coming  season.  The 
chemist  who  treats  photography  as  solely  a  summer  side- 
line cannot  maintain  the  same  goodwill  as  those  who 
make  an  effort  to  hold  a  proportion  of  their  customers 
throughout  the  year. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 

Abstract  of  the  presidential  address  by  Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  F.C.S., 
delivered  on  January  25,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 


IN  the  fi.rst  place  it  is  my  duty  to  express  to  you 
my  thanks  for  this  renewal  of  your  confidence. 
Believe  me,  I  consider  it  a  great  honour  to  be 
elected  for  the  fifth  time  into  the  chair  of  this,  one  of 
the  oldest  chemists'  associations  in  this  country.  It 
is  now  in  its  eighty-fourth  year.  During  my  thirty 
years'  association  with  this  body  I  have  come  into 
contact  with  many  pharmacists.  This  association  has 
contributed  its  sliaie  in  making  life  interesting.  It  has 
opened  the  door  for  service,  and  to  that  extent  has  been 
the  means  of  bringing  joy  and  happiness.  We  had 
stalwarts  in  days  gone  by.  They  laboured  for  the  good 
of  the  cause  day  in  and  day  out.  They  were  men  of 
strong  character  and  full  of  enthusiasm,  who  served  their 
day  and  generation  well.  I  would  pay  my  tribute  to  my 
predecessors  for  the  inspiration  that  comes  in  the  re- 
collection of  their  efforts  and  deeds  on  behalf  of  the 
craft.  To  those  who  are  still  with  us  I  would  acknow- 
ledge tlie  value  of  the  sympathy  that  has  cheered  and 
the  example  that  has  given  strength. 

The  New  Pharmacopoeia 

My  remarks  will  be  hinged  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  as 
the  central  theme.  The  introduction  of  a  new  Pharma- 
copoeia is  an  event  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  life 
of  the  community  in  general  and  of  the  pharmaceutical 
community  in  particular.  We  may  justly  take  pride  that 
it  has  been  a  link  between  us  and  the  Colonies  long 
before  we  heard  of  Colonial  preference,  and  that  we  had 
a  League  of  Nations  in  the  world  of  pharmacy  before 
the  League  of  Nations  was  ever  thought  of.  It  was  the 
ravages  of  the  sword  and  fear  tiiat  were  the  chief  in- 
centives in  the  birth  of  the  League  of  Nations,  whereas 
it  was  the  desire  to  eradicate  disease  and  for  greater 
efficiency  in  the  alleviation  of  pain  that  gave  birth  to 
the  idea  of  the  International  Agreement. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  this  chair  when  the  1914 
Pharmacopceia  was  introduced.  It  is  a  strange  coin- 
cidence, and  only  rarely  is  it  likely  to  happen  in  the  life 
of  the  same  individual.  The  world  has  progressed  far — 
in  certain  directions — since  1914.  During  any  fifteen 
or  twenty  years,  such  as  between  1867  and  1885,  1885 
and  189S,  i8g8  and  1914,  great  strides  are  made  in 
science  and  in  every  department  of  life  ;  but  from  1914 
onwards  the  rate  of  progress  gathered  speed  considerably. 
The  trials  and  tribulations  of  many  nations  during  the 


1914-18  period  were  the  prime  cause  for  many  dis- 
coveries in  many  realms,  not  least  in  the  realm  of 
science.  The  various  nations,  in  the  search  for  ways 
and  means  of  protecting  themselves  and  of  destroying 
their  enemies,  and  of  healing  friends  and  enemies  during 
the  great  war,  came  across  many  things  that  have  been 
of  iinmcnse  value  in  the  prevention  of  disease  and  in  the 
healing  art  in  times  of  peace.  In  view  of  what  has 
been  said  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  present  B.P.  is  a 
great  work,  and  many  things  in  it  can  be  cited  in  sup- 
port of  my  statement  that  pharmaceutical  science, 
among  others,  received  an  extra  impetus  during  the 
last  two  decades  owing  to  world  conditions.  It  is  head 
and  shoulders  above  all  that  has  gone  before. 

Looking  fiack  upon  one's  experience  during  apprentice- 
ship days  with  the  '85  B.P.,  one  recalls  some  of  the 
crudities  of  the  processes  resulting  in  great  waste  and 
variability  of  products.  Then  in  the  '98  B.P.,  which 
was  studied  more  closely,  the  processes  were  improved, 
resulting  in  economies  and  greater  efficiency  from  the 
remedial  point  of  view.  Alkaloidal  estimations  came 
into  use.  Again,  in  this  edition  there  were  weaknesses 
and  flaws  that  were  rectified  in  the  B.P.,  1914.  In  the 
latter  the  principle  of  standardisation  was  extended.  In 
the  new  B.P.  old  methods  .have  been  improved  and 
many  new  ones  added.  A  number  of  drugs,  e.g., 
colchicum,  are  now  being  standardised  for  the  first  time. 
We  have  now  official  biological  standards  for  drugs  that 
do  not  lend  themselves  to  chemical  standardisation  ; 
and  it  may  be  that  even  if  chemical  methods  could  be 
carried  out,  biological  methods  are  of  greater  value. 

A  Great  Creation 

Yes,  the  new  B.P.  is  a  great  creation  ;  it  is  a  great 
monument  to  its  builders.  Pharmacists  in  great  number, 
living  and  dead,  have  had  a  hand  in  its  production.  It 
is  a  woik  of  symmetry  and  a  work  of  art.  We  have  all 
consciously  or  unconsciously  been  responsible  for  the 
assembling  of  the  parts — we  have  acted  as  hewers  of 
wood  and  drawers  of  water.  All  the  chemical  com- 
pounds representing  the  stones  and  the  vegetable  drugs 
repiesenting  the  timber  have  .  been  examined  and  re- 
examined, carved  and  re-carved  by  experts.  The  parts 
have  been  put  together  under  the  inspiration  of  a  King 
Solomon,  who  in  this  case  is  Dr.  Hampshire.  In  spite 
of  its  excellence  there  are  faults,  but  for  a  work  of  its 
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magnitude  it  is  singularly  free  from  flaws.  I  feel  sure 
that  the  compilers  can  use  the  same  language  as  was 
used  in  the  preface  to  the  London  Pharmacopoeia,  1824, 
to  this  effect:  "With  respect  to  ourselves  we  have 
spared  no  pains  to  render  the  present  edition  as  perfect 
as  possible.  Not  that  we  dare  to  imagine  that  it  will 
satisfy  every  inquirer,  or  that  it  is  free  from  errors  ;  but 
before  anyone  proceeds  to  criticise  these  with  severity, 
we  entreat  him  to  reflect  upon  the  diversity  and  diffi- 
cully  which  a  work  of  this  kind  involves,  and  we  trust 
he  will  not  then  be  offended  with  a  few  faults  which 
may  occur." 

It  has  been  said  that  the  1932  B.P.  is  a  wholesalers' 
Pharmacopoeia.  We  need  not  go  far  to  find  that  there 
is  some  truth  in  the  assertion.  In  scanning  the  pages 
of  successive  Pharmacopoeias  the  evolution  of  this 
tendency  is  not  difficuit  to  discern.  World  conditions 
have  certainly  helped  considerably  in  this  direction. 
Those  who  have  been  accustomed  to  prepare  galenicals 
and  other  preparations  do  not  find  much  encouragement 
to  carry  on  the  good  work  ;  on  the  contrary,  little 
details  have  been  omitted  which  may  decide  upon  dis- 
continuance of  the  practice.  In  the  case  of  tinctures, 
in  former  Pharmacopoeia  definite  instructions  were  given 
concerning  the  amount  of  solvent  that  should  be  used 
for  the  moistening  of  the  powdered  drug  in  the  pre- 
liminary stage  of  the  percolation  process.  In  the  present 
B.P.  we  are  told  to  moisten  the  solid  materials  with 
sufficient  quantity  of  menstruum.  As  you  all  know, 
failure  to  use  the  right  amount  may  be  responsible  for 
failure  of  the  process.  Of  course,  the  pharmacist  or  his 
apprentice  can  experiment  and  find  out  for  himself,  but 
would  it  not  have  been  easy  to  have  given  an  indication, 
as  in  former  Pharmacopoeias?  At  this  rate  the  next 
B.P.  will  not  give  any  directions  at  all.  Evidently  no 
one  is  now  expected  to  prepare  sweet  spirit  of  nitre. 
Pharmacists  will  tend  to  lose  interest  in  this  part  of  the 
work,  and  they  will  be  more  and  more  dependent  upon 
the  wholesaler.  Speaking  relatively,  the  pharmacist  of 
to-day  is  not  the  craftsman  that  he  was  long,  long  ago. 
With  increased  knowledge  and  with  development  of 
technique  the  primitive  methods  of  days  gone  by  are 
obsolete.  Specialisation  has  gone  on  to  such  an  extent — 
the  machine  age  has  transformed  everything  so — that 
the  pharmacist  of  to-day,  in  spite  of  long  training  at 
a  considerable  cost  of  time  and  money,  has  become  more 
of  a  distributor.  This  lessens  the  interest.  Things  pre- 
pared by  hand  have  their  charm  over  the  machine-made 
article.  It  is  ironical  that  the  more  highly  qualified  he 
becomes  as  a  pharmacist,  the  fewer  the  opportunities  to 
discharge  an  important  part  of  his  work. 

Notes  of  a  Century  Ago 

I  have  by  me  a  copy  of  the  1826  Dublin  Pharma- 
copoeia. The  marginal  notes,  written  in  pencil,  are 
illuminating,  interesting  and  informative,  and  give  us 
an  insight  into  the  mental  calibre  and  the  attitude 
towards  life  of  the  old  apothecary.  It  is  evident  that  he 
lived,  moved  and  had  his  being  in  his  work.  Con- 
sidering that  chemistry  was  then  in  its  infancy- — • 
Dalton's  theory  was  only  just  being  understood — these 
notes  show  an  unerring  instinct  and  uncanny  insight  into 
the  then  unrevealed  mysteries  of  the  science.  Had  these 
notes  been  found  written  separately  one  would  have 
dated  them  thirty  years  later.  This  gentleman  was 
evidently  an  expert  in  the  preparation  of  waters,  in- 
fusions, decoctions  and  liquores,  but  strange  to  say, 
leaves  the  tinctures  and  syrups  severely  alone.  He  was 
more  of  a  chemist  than  a  pharmacist.  Just  one  or  two 
examples  of  these  notes  :  — 

Acid  Infusion  of  looses. — The  addition  of  sugar  to  this 
infusion  renders  it  more  liable  to  decomposition  than  other- 
wise would  be  the  case.  Incompatibles — Zinc  sulphate,  iron 
sulphate,  chlorine  water. 

Infusion  of  Senna. — The  bitter  taste  is  scarcely  covered  by 
the  ginger.  It  spoils  in  forty-eight  hours  and  by  simple  ex- 
posure to  air  it  absorbs  oxygen  which  occasions  a  precipitate 
which  is  not  a  purgative  but  gripes  violently. 

Infusion  of  Digitalis. — Diuretic,  sedative  and  stimulant.  In 
this  infusion,  which  is  clear  and  of  a  brownish-yellow  colour, 
sulphate  and  acetate  of  iron,  ;md  acetate  of  lead  and  yellow 
cinchona  bark  are  incompatible.  The  presence  of  spirit  of 
cinnamon  makes  it  sit  lighter  on  the  stomach. 


Lime  Water. — The  direction  to  use  boiling  water  is  super- 
fluous, as  cold  water  acts  more  powerfully  on  lime. 

Liquor  Phimbi  Sub-Acetatis  Compositus.- — This  preparation 
is  superfluous.  Every  surgeon  is  in  the  habit  of  ordering 
lotions  witli  different  proportions  of  solution  of  acetate  of  lead 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Ferrum  Tartaratum. — In  this  process  the  iron  .is  first  oxi- 
dised by  the  decomposition  of  part  of  the  water.  The  super- 
abundant acid  of  the  super-tartrate  of  potash  dissolves  as 
much  of  the  oxide  as  it  can  take  up,  and  a  clear  solution  is 
obtained  which  by  evaporation  yields  a  true  tartrate  of 
potash  and  iron. 

He  has  figures  for  the  total  solids  in  some  preparations. 
It  is  quite  clear  that  this  man  was  keenly  interested  in 
pharmacy  as  an  art. 

Technocracy 

The  present  state  of  the  world  economically  has 
forced  another  aspect  of  this  subject  to  the  forefront, 
namely,  technocracy.  This  is  a  strange  word,  but  it  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  millions  of  people.  A 
number  of  scientists  have  been  studying  the  industrial 
situation  in  order  to  find  out  how  to  overcome  the 
tyranny  of  the  machine.  At  a  recent  meeting  in  the 
United  States  it  was  stated  that  more  progress  had 
taken  place  during  the  last  150  years  than  during  the 
previous  7,000  years,  and  greater  progress  during  the 
last  ten  years  than  during  the  previous  ninety,  and  more 
during  the  last  three  than  during  the  previous  ten.  Even 
if  commerce  and  industry  could  be  put  back  to  the 
peak  years  of  prosperity,  about  half  of  the  workers 
would  be  unem.ployed.  Until  recently  one  man  could 
only  make  450  bricks  per  day.  Now  in  charge  of  a 
machine  40,000  bricks  per  hour  can  be  made.  In  the 
steel  industry  one  hour's  work  is  equal  to  650  hours' 
fifty  years  ago.  In  Kansas,  the  greatest  wheat-producing 
area,  the  harvester  thresher  can  do  as  much  work  as 
scores  of  men  ;  800  tons  of  sand  can  be  emptied  from 
a  ship's  hold  in  one  hour  ;  2,000  men  with  spades  would 
be  required  to  do  the  job  in  the  same  time.  Whether 
these  scientists  can  find  out  a  way  of  escape  is  a  ques- 
tion ;  but  they  make  it  clear  that  the  economic  system 
as  it  is  cannot  continue,  as  it  is  possible  to  produce 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  populace  and  a  quantity 
over  and  above  for  other  countries  with  a  four-hour 
day  and  a  four-day  week.  About  32,000,000  people 
are  idle,  and  although  millions  of  pounds  are  spent  in 
helping  these  unfortunate  people,  the  machine  hurls  to 
idleness  many  more.  The  evil  is  further  emphasised  by 
the  merging  of  firms  and  companies  that  still  further 
reduce  the  number  of  employed.  If  the  solution  of  the 
problem  lies  in  this  direction,  the  problem  of  the  future 
will  be  how  to  make  use  of  leisure. 

We  are  told  that  since  the  making  of  galenicals,  etc., 
has  passed  out  of  our  hands,  and  as  justification  for 
dropping  definite  formulas  for  eye  ointments,  sup- 
positories, etc.,  the  medical  man  is  encouraged  to  think 
hard  before  he  prescribes,  and  the  pharmacist  will  find 
a  way  of  self-expression  in  extemporaneous  work.  It  is 
admitted  that  National  Insurance  dispensing  has  had  a 
wholesome  influence  on  pharmacy,  but  have  not  medical 
men  been  encouraged  to  order  mistura  so-and-so,  and 
pill  so-and-GO  ?  The  medical  student  during  his  course 
is  probably  well  trained  in  the  art  of  prescribing  ;  but 
when  he  comes  out  into  real  life  he  is  confronted  with 
a  mass  of  recognised  formulas,  and  finds  it  very  con- 
venient to  drop  his  particular  and  concentrated  thinking 
for  the  more  general  and  diluted  form.  If  he  does  not, 
I  can  imagine  he  may  become  a  nuisance  to  the  pharma- 
cist, and  the  system  may  break  down.  Can  we  really 
expect  these  men  to  carry  out  the  principle  which  we 
are  told  is  behind  the  vagueness  of  B.P.  galenical 
pharmacy.'  In  this  city  a  few  months  ago  I  attended 
a  medical  exhibition.  On  many  of  the  stalls  were  stocks 
of  pills,  tablets,  capsules,  lozenges,  concentrated  mix- 
tures, etc.  It  was  almost  amusing  to  see  the  gentleman 
in  charge  holding  a  preparation  in  the  hand  and  dilating 
upon  its  virtue.  It  reminded  me  of  the  old  days  on  the 
Market  Square.  I  am  not  blaming  our  wholesale  friends 
— it  is  business  ;  but  I  do  contend  that  the  dropping  out 
of  the  B.P.  recognised  formulas  will  tend  to  encourage 
this  state  of  things. 
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The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932 

Notes  of  an  address  delivered  at  Hanley,  on  January  1  7,  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin,  Ph.C, 
Chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1931 


IN  the  British  Pharmacojxeia,  1914,  there  was  a  con- 
siderable number  of  drugs  having  almost  identical 
properties,  belonging  to  well-defined  groups.  In 
file  1932  edition  a  small  number  of  the  most  valuable  of 
each  group  has  been  included  and  the  rest  deleted.  I 
have  come  across  chemists  and  doctors  who  have  been 
very  disturbed  by  the  deletion  of  remedies  which  have 
been  largely  used  and  with  considerable  success,  and  one 
general  practitioner  with  a  really  sound  knowledge  of 
everyday  medicine  asked  if  there  was  a  general  practi- 
tioner on  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission.  I  had  to 
answer  in  the  negative,  whereupon  he  replied,  "There 
ought  to  be,"  and  I  agree  with  him.  I  may  be  wrong  in 
this,  but  it  appears  strange  that  the  men  who  prescribe 
the  great  bulk  of  everyday  jjhysic  have  little  voice  in 
what  shall  remain  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  or  what  shall 
be  added.  But  all  the  deleted  articles  can  be  prescribed 
as  freely  as  ever  ;  further,  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  include  all  the  omissions  from  the  1932  B.P.  in  the 
next  edition  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

Additions 

There  are  128  new  preparations  in  the  B.P.  The  most 
important  are  therapeutic  substances  which  can  only  be 
tested  biologically  and  are  mostly  controlled  by  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act.  These  include  insulin, 
pituitary  extract,  antitoxins,  serums,  toxins,  vaccines,  the 
organic  arsenical  compounds,  digitalis  and  strophanthus, 
and  their  preparations.  Some  of  the  newer  substances 
introduced  may  be  shown  in  groups:  — 

Hypnotics. — Barbitonum  Solubile,  Carbromahnn,  Pheno- 
barbitonum,  and  Phenob.irbitonum  Solubile. 

Local  anaesthetics. — Amykxainje  Hydrochloridum,  Benzo- 
caina,  Orthocaina,  Procaine  Hydrochloridum. 

Antisepiics. — Acriliavina,  Ciiloraniina,  Hydrargyri  Oxy- 
cyanidum. 

Diuretics. — CafEeina  et  Sodii  Benzoas,  Theopliyllina  et  , 
Sodii  Acelas. 

Anthelmintics. — Carbonei  Tetrachloridum,  Oleum  Cheno- 
podii. 

Diagnostic  agents. — Barii  Sulphas,  Fluoresceinum  Solubile, 
Indicarminum,  lodophthaleinum,  Laevulosum,  Methylthionince 
Chloridum,  Urea. 

Anesthetics. — .-Ether  Anesthetic  us,  and  the  gases  ^Ethy- 
lenum,  Carbonei  Dioxidum,  Nitrogenii  Monoxidum,  Oxy- 
genium. 

Ttie  Trend  of  Prescribing 

The  aljolition  from  the  B.P.  of  so  many  drugs,  chemi- 
cals and  preparations,  and  the  extension  of  standards  in 
the  direction  of  greater  purity  of  medicinal  substances, 
appear  to  indicate  that  one  aim  of  advanced  modern 
therapeutics  is  to  use  pure  single  drugs  administered  in 
the  dry  state  or  in  solution.  Further,  many  more 
articles  of  great  value  as  curative  agents  have  been 
introduced  into  the  publication,  such  as  antitoxins,  vac- 
cines, organic  arsenicals,  which  are  not  used  in  treating 
symptoms  with  which  we  chemists  are  most  familiar, 
but  aim  at  treating  the  cause.  Of  course,  the  treatment 
of  disease  by  symptomatic  treatment  will  always  be  with 
us  ;  but  as  the  aim  of  advanced  medicine  is  to  treat  the 
cause,  and  as  this  is  reflected  in  the  new  B.P.,  it  is 
important  that  we  should  recognise  it,  because  pharmacy 
must  be  afEected  if,  as  we  expect,  further  advances  are 
made  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  the  treatment  of  the 
cause  and  prevention  of  its  return.  The  use  of  pure 
chemical  substances  which  can  be  made  up  into  solutions 
of  definite  strength,  which  if  made  with  care  do  not 
require  analytical  control,  leads  us  to  the  preparation  of 
sterile  solutions  for  hypodermic  use.  Here  is  a  field  of 
work  that  the  pharmacist  should  concentrate  upon. 
Hypodermic  medication  has  a  marked  future,  and  the 
pharmacist  who  equips  himself  to  do  this  work  will  have 
a  distinct  advantage  over  his  neighbours. 


Notes  on  Monographs 

The  following  is  a  further  selection  of  notes  on  some 
of  the  principal  monographs.

CoLCHicuM. — The  corm,  seed  and  the  preparations  are 
all  standardised. 

Dried  corm  contains  not  less  than  0.25  per  cent,  of  colchicine 
Dried  seed  contains  not  less  than  0.3  per  cent,  of  colchicine 
Dry  extract  contains      . .       . .    i.o  per  cent,  of  colchicine 

Liquid  extract  contains    . .       . .    0.3  per  cent,  of  colchicine 

Tincture  contains    . .       . .       . .  0.03  per  cent,  of  colchicine 

Liquor  Arsenicalis. — The  International  Agreement 
requires  a  one-per-cent.  neutral  solution  of  arsenic,  and 
we  have  a  new  formula  which  is  water-white  and  neutral 
in  reaction.  This  is  a  great  change  from  the  old  solution 
with  its  pink  colour  and  lavender  flavour.  However,  it 
was  quite  a  good  idea  to  replace  both  Fowler's  solution 
and  the  hydrochloric  acid  solution  with  one  preparation, 
and  the  neutral  reaction  of  the  new  solution  removes  the 
objection  frequently  heard  of  the  incompatibility  of  the 
old  alkaline  solution  with  solutions  of  alkaloids.  Unfor- 
tunately the  new  solution  quickly  develops  fungoid 
growths,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mission will  quickly  add  a  preservative.  It  would  give 
satisfaction,  I  believe,  if  4  per  cent,  of  compound  tinc- 
ture of  lavender  was  added  to  the  formula  so  as  to  restore 
it  to  the  old  colour.  It  is  almost  a  general  practice  on 
the  Continent  to  use  spirit  of  lavender  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  B.P.  liquor  arsenicalis  could  still  be  a  neutral 
solution  with  all  its  advantages  if  it  was  preserved  with 
compound  tincture  of  lavender  or  some  other  preserva- 
tive. One  can  constantly  hear  of  this  solution  going 
mouldy,  and  it  is  imperative  to  preserve  it  to  remove 
the  nuisance  from  pharmacists.  It  is  the  bete  noire  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932. 

Thyroideum. — The  dried  powdered  gland.  It  has  the 
synonyms  thyroideum  siccum,  dry  thyroid,  thyroid  ex- 
tract, and  thyroid  gland  ;  and  any  use  of  these  synonyms 
will  require  the  desiccated  substance  in  prescriptions. 
There  is  no  reference  to  fresh  gland,  and  under  the  new 
method  of  standardising  there  is  no  fresh  gland  equiva- 
lent. The  maximum  dose  of  the  dried  substance  has 
been  increased  from  4  to  5  gr.  It  is  necessary  for  the 
pharmacist  to  assist  and  advise  medical  men  to  prescribe 
in  terms  of  dry  gland,  although  the  present  position  up- 
sets old  ideas  of  prescribing  thyroid.  Still,  the  dried 
gland  has  been  official  for  nineteen  years  ;  we  never 
handle  the  fresh  gland,  and  therefore  it  appears  that  we 
should  all  think  in  terms  of  the  official  substance.  In 
dealing  with  prescriptions  it  is  important  to  be  certain 
that  we  know  the  prescriber's  intention  at  the  present 
time  of  transition,  so  that  there  shall  not  be  overdosing. 

TiNCTURA  Ipecac  UANH/E. — There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk 
and  writing  about  this  preparation ;  but  everything 
would  have  been  right,  in  my  opinion,  if  "ipecacuanha 
wine"  had  been  made  a  synonym  for  the  tincture.  In 
that  case  I  believe  the  change  would  have  gone  through 
with  little  comment,  just  as  many  other  changes  have 
passed  almost  without  comment.  The  use  of  wine  as  a 
vehicle  for  medicine  was  bound  to  become  less  as  time 
went  on,  and  I  do  not  feel  much  enthusiasm  either  for 
sending  to  Spain  for  Spanish  sherry,  or  spoiling  a  good 
wine  with  nasty  liquid  extract  of  ipecacuanha  when  I 
receive  the  wine.  I  would  rather  make  it  with  glycerin 
and  alcohol.  Further,  the  old  ipecacuanha  wine  was 
never  a  perfect  galenical,  because  being  a  wine  it  was 
always  inclined  to  deposit,  whereas  the  new  tincture  is  a 
better  preparation  which  will  keep  well  without  deposit. 
I  am  therefore  all  for  the  new  tincture — first  because  it  is 
made  from  materials  manufactured  at  home  ;  secondly, 
because  it  is  better  ;  and  finally,  because  it  costs  less  to 
make  ;  and  now  the  only  thing  to  be  done  is  for  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  to  give  us  the  synonym.

Iodised  diffusees. — Ci.'nsiderable  interest  has  been 
aroused  throughout  the  country  by  recent  announce- 
ments to  the  effect  that  wearers 
of  "  iodised  lockets  "  have  en- 
joyed a  comparative  immunity 
from  the  prevailing  infection.  Our 
illustiation  herewith  (actual  size) 
shows  one  of  these  lockets  made 
by  James  Pearson,  Ltd.,  Oldfield 
Pottery,  Brampton,  Chesterfield. 
Writing  with  regard  to  the  lockets, 
Messrs.  Pearson  state:  "  We  make 
several  different  types  of  diff users. 
First  there  is  the  locket  ;  this  has 
a  stoneware  receptacle  made  in  the 
shape  of  a  locket  with  the  surface 
glazed  except  on  certain  parts 
which  are  left  free  so  that  the 
iodine  can  escape.  These  special 
surface  areas  are  arranged  in  the  form  of  floral  petals. 
Solid  iodine  is  placed  inside  and  the  locket  is  hermetic- 
ally sealed.  These  lockets  are  usually  worn  next  to 
the  skin  or  immediately  over  the  undergarment.  The 
iodine,  of  course,  slightly  stains  the  skin  and  clothing, 
and  to  avoid  this  to  some  extent  it  is  recommended 
that  the  locket  be  put  into  a  bag  made  of  silk  in  open 
crochet  work.  For  those  who  object  to  wearing  any- 
thing underneath,  with  the  attendant  stain,  we  make 
iodised  buttons  and  brooches.  .  .  .  Where  the  larger 
quantity  of  iodine  should  be  liberated  Dr.  Goodfellow 
has  provided  two  types  of  diffusers.  First  the  '  candle  ' 
type  .  .  .  which  has  been  designed  for  offices,  ware- 
houses and  bedrooms.  The  next  type  is  in  the  form  of  a 
mushroom.'  It  is  filled  with  iodine  and  secured  into 
a  plaque  made  of  stoneware.  This  can  be  fastened  to  a 
wall  or  hung  from  a  picture-rail.  ...  It  is  impossible 
to  stock  these  articles  in  large  quantities  because  they 
continue  to  give  off  iodine  even  when  not  in  use,  and 
so  depreciate.  .  .  .  The  lockets  should  last  from  three 
to  six  months.  .  .  .

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The  Misuse  of  the  Word  "  Drug  " 

In  the  eyes  of  the  man  in  the  street  the  word  "  drug  " 
is  beginning  to  mean  such  things  as  opium,  morphine, 
cocaine,  etlier,  hashisli,  heroin  and  other  narcotics. 
The  League  of  Nations,  as  a  result  of  inquiries  into 
the  control  of  opium  smoking  in  the  Far  East,  has 
issued  a  considerable  bulk  of  literature  on  the  subject. 
These  reports  have  given  opportunities  for  the  Press 
to  obtain  many  striking  sentences  and  "  scare  " 
headlines.  The  present  generation  is  becoming 
accustomed  to  the  daily  newspapers  finding  a 
"  crisis  "  in  the  commonplace  and  an  event  which  is 
"  unique  "  in  the  ordinary.  They  thrive  on  head- 
lines and  batten  on  slogans.  Hardly  a  day  passes 
without  the  appearance  of  one  or  more  of  the 
adjectives  "amazing,"  "tragic"  and  "dramatic" 
on  contents  bills.  If  the  daily  papers  would 
devote  their  efforts  to  political  events,  which  are 
usually  "  of  supreme  importance  "  and  always  in 
the  superlative,  it  would  not  be  so  bad.  Once  they 
touch  the  drug  trade  they  pander  to  the  views 
of  the  sensation-loving  person;  they  never  refer  to 
narcotic  drugs,  and  very  seldom  to  dangerous  drugs 
(an  inept  expression  made  current  by  our  Legislature), 
but  always  to  "  drugs,"  "  drug  fiends,"  "  drug 
smuggling,"  "  drug  addicts  "  and  "  the  drug  traffic." 
The  primary  definition  of  the  word  "  drug  "  in  the 
Oxford  English  Dictionary  is  : — 

"  An  original,  simple,  medicinal  substance,  organic  or 
inorganic,  whether  used  by  itself  in  its  natural  condition 
or  prepared  by  art,  or  as  an  ingredient  in  a  medicine  or 
medicament." 

We  may  point  out,  in  passing,  that  this  definition 
would  have  been  rendered  clearer  by  the  insertion 
of  a  comma  after  "itself."  The  word  "drug" 
should  not  be  used  as  a  synonym  for  a  narcotic. 
The  impression  that  the  two  words  are  synonymous 
is  gaining  ground,  thanks  to  the  educative  power  of 
the  Press;  it  is  thus  only  a  question  of  time  for 
this  illegitimate  meaning  to  become  one  of  the 
recognised  meanings  of  the  word  "  drug  "  in  English 
dictionaries. 

Misleading  Advertisements 

In  the  United  States  this  confusion  does  not  prevail 
to  the  same  extent  as  in  this  country,  as  there  the 
chemists'  shops  or  pharmacies  are  called  "  drug 
stores."  In  these  shops  anything  from  ice-cream 
and  sandwiches  to  drugs  and  chemicals  is  sold. 
Some  of  the  proprietary-medicine  manufacturers  in 
this  country  are  helping  to  mislead  the  public  as  to 
the  true  meaning  of  the  word  "  drug."  They  say  in 
their  advertisements  "  No  drugs  are  used  in  the 
preparation  of  this  medicine,"  or  words  to  this  effect, 
when  they  mean  that  no  narcotic  drug  is  used. 
And  if  physicians,  in  the  near  future,  cease  to  a  great 


extent  to  prescribe  drugs,  the  word  will  stand  an 
indifferent  chance  of  surviving  at  all  in  its  original 
meaning.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if  chemists 
would  take  the  editor  of  a  newspaper  to  task  when- 
ever they  see  a  reference  to  "  drugs  "  in  such  a  form 
that  the  word  is  misused  and  "  narcotic  drugs  "  is 
meant.  Drugs  should  be  protected  by  seeing  that 
the  lay  Press  takes  no  unfair  advantage  in  the  mis- 
naming of  one  small  class  of  these  articles.  Drugs, 
even  the  narcotic  drugs,  have  their  legitimate  use 
in  the  world.  They  are  handled  by  chemists  and 
druggists,  skilled  men  and  women  who,  after  training 
and  examination,  are  registered  as  fit  and  proper 
persons  to  deal  with  them.  It  is  important  to  re- 
tailers, wholesalers  and  manufacturers  that  words 
like  "  drugs  "  and  "  narcotics  "  should  be  given 
their  correct  meanings.  If  the  lay  Press  realises 
that  the  drug  trade  is  determined  to  differentiate 
between  "  drug  "  and  "  narcotic,"  it  has,  as  a  whole, 
sufficient  regard  for  the  English  language  to  observe 
the  distinction.

Qualitative  Analysis 

A  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  may  contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  or  any  of  the  com- 
moner radicals  not  mentioned  in  that  work,  and  is  to  be 
submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its 
constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given 
that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  constituents 
of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  enve- 
lope, not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
February  7,  on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 
Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 18.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  tlie  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  consti- 
tuents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  fourth  exer- 
cise in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter 
session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in 
this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  appren- 
tices or  assistants  who  have  not  passed  in  Chemistry  in 
the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  in  Great  Britain, 
in  the  Licence  examination  in  the  Irish  Free  State,  or  in 
Chemistry,  Part  I,  in  Northern  Ireland,  which  fact  must 
be  attested  on  their  reports.  They  will  not  be  awarded 
to  former  winners  of  tournament  prizes. 


Tribute  to  the  trade  Press. — A  tribute  to  the  value 
of  trade  journals  was  paid  by  Sir  Herbert  Samuel,  ex- 
Home  Secretary,  addressing  a  meeting  of  Lancashire  jour- 
nalists at  Blackburn  on  January  25.  Sir  Herbert  said 
the  section  of  the  Press  which  appeared  to  him  to  play  a 
larger  part  in  the  economic  and  material  life  of  the 
country  than  was  fully  realised  was  the  trade  journals. 
The  very  rapid  changes  in  technical  processes  in  industry, 
and  the  rapid  extension  of  keen  competitive  methods  in 
all  the  diiierent  walks  of  life  was,  he  believed,  very 
largely  due  to  the  trade  and  professional  organs,  which, 
in  their  combined  total,  must  have  an  enormous 
circulation.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

Council  Meeting 


The  February  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  i6 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  February  i,  Mr. 
F.  Gladstone  Hines  (president)  in  the  chair.  An  apology 
for  absence  on  account  of  illness  was  received  from  Mr. 
Jack. 

Death 

The  President  made  appropriate  reference  to  the 
death  of  Mr.  Alfred  Hagon,  of  Cardiff. 

Greetings 

Greetings  were  received  from  pharmaceutical  organisa- 
tions in  South  Australia,  Victoria,  New  South  Wales,  and 
India,  and  also  from  the  editor  and  management  of  the 
"Australian  Journal  of  Pharmacy." 

Elections  and  Restorations 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  persons  were  elected 
members  of  the  Society,  and  seventy-one  as  student- 
associates.  A  number  of  persons  were  restored  to  the 
Society,  and  one  was  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists.  The  registrar  reported  that  137  persons 
had  been  registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 

With  regard  to  the  last-named  figure,  the  Secretary 
pointed  out  that  it  was  a  slight  increase  on  last  year, 
when  there  was  also  an  increase  following  a  decline  attri- 
butable to  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  the  Preliminary 
examination. 

Retiring  Members  of  Council 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  following  Members  of 
the  Council  retire  in  May  next: — Walter  Deacon,  Alice 
Freke,  Thomas  Guthrie,  Thomas  Hardy,  James  Jack, 
John  Keall,  and  Ernest  Tom  Neathercoat. 

Registrar's  Report 

The  registrar  submitted  his  report  for  the  year  1932. 
The  following  summary  embodies  the  chief  features :  — 

The  subscribers  to  the  Society  are  981  life  compoun- 
ders, against  991  in  1931  ;  14,669  annual  subscribers, 
against  14,396  ;  and  697  student-associates,  against  958. 
The  number  of  apprentices  or  students  registered  is  1,410 
(1,282  in  1931),  An  analysis  of  the  examinations  in 
London  for  the  year  shows  the  following :  — Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist,  68  candidates,  of  whom  35  were  successful 
(in  193 1  the  respective  numbers  were  54  and  24)  and  3 
passed  as  chemists  and  druggists  ;  Qualifying,  2,599,  of 
whom  542  passed  (in  1931  the  corresponding  numbers 
were  2,811  and  541).  In  Edinburgh  there  were  28  can- 
didates for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  of  whom  10 
were  successful  (in  1931  there  were  11  successful  candi- 
dates out  of  26  entrants)  ;  for  the  Qualifying,  1,426  can- 
didates, of  whom  294  passed  (in  1931  the  numbers  were 
1,377  and  373  respectively).  The  number  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  on  the  Registers  on  December  31,  1932, 
was  1,808,  and  of  chemists  and  druggists  22,492,  a  total 
of  24,300.  (In  1931  the  respective  numbers  were  1,805, 
22,054,  and  23,859.)  The  register  of  superintendents  of 
bodies  corporate  in  Great  Britain,  and  of  firms  or  part- 
nerships in  Scotland,  contains  1,495  names  (1,480  in 
193 1).  In  169  cases  of  alleged  infringement  of  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  proceedings  were  instituted  (170  in  1931). 
The  number  of  shops  investigated  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
taining whether  a  certificate  of  qualification  was  exhi- 
bited was  6,874  (7.435  in  1931),  and  3,671  "drug  stores 
and  other  shops  "  were  also  visited  {3,643  in  193 1). 

The  Secretary  and  Registrar,  commenting  on  the 
report,  pointed  out  that  there  was  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership of  273,  compared  with  1931,  and  also  an  increase 
of  128  in  the  number  of  persons  registered  as  appren- 
tices. Student-associates  showed  a  decrease  of  261,  but 
there  was  an  increase  of  438  in  the  number  of  registra- 
tions of  chemists  and  druggists. 


Mr.  Parry  said  he  was  sorry  to  see  that  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  apprentices,  and  he  would  like 
to  see  chemists  exercising  the  greatest  Care  in  accepting 
such  persons  and  also  taking  steps  to  see  that  they  were 
properly  trained.  It  was  obvious  to  anyone  that  present- 
day  apprentices  did  not  take  the  same  interest  in  the 
Society  as  those  of  some  years  ago,  and  he  thought  it 
would  be  a  nice  gesture  for  apprentices  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  at  an  early  age. 

Mr.  Beardsley  said  he  felt  that  something  should  be 
done  to  draw  the  attention  of  apprentices  to  what  the 
Society  was  doing  for  them. 

The  President  urged  members  of  the  Council  who 
visited  various  parts  of  the  country  to  address  meetings 
of  branches  to  bear  the  point  in  mind.  He  imagined  the 
reason  for  some  of  the  apprentices  not  seeking  member- 
ship was  largely  a  matter  of  economy. 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dent-associates was  a  grave  matter,  and  asked  if  they 
could  not  do  something  to  awaken  more  interest  in  that 
direction.  He  thought  the  matter  ought  to  be  referred 
to  the  Organisation  Committee. 

The  President  said  this  was  a  good  suggestion. 

Mr.  Parry  drew  attention  to  the  much  higher  per- 
centage of  failures  in  London  than  in  Edinburgh. 
There  must  be  some  reason  for  this,  he  added,  and 
he  would  like  to  know  what  it  was. 

The  President  said  special  circumstances  were  prob- 
ably responsible.  He  thought  these  were  bound  to 
vary,  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  January 
examination  came  in  the  middle  of  the  school  year 
and  not  at  the  end. 

Report  on  the  Pharmacological  Laboratories 

The  report  of  the  Pharmacological  Laboratories  for 
the  year  1932  (the  text  of  which  is  published  in  pam- 
phlet form  by  the  Society)  was  presented.  The  report 
gives  the  usual  particulars  of  the  scientific  investigations 
undertaken,  together  with  a  list  of  references  to  pub- 
lications in  which  reports  of  this  work  have  appeared. 
Ihe  number  of  samples  tested  for  payment  in  the 
pharmacological  department  during  the  year  is  202, 
and  the  corresponding  number  in  the  nutrition  depart- 
ment 104. 

The  President,  commenting  on  the  report,  said  it 
contained  important  observations  by  Dr.  Burn,  point- 
ing out  the  changes  in  the  new  Pharacopoeia  and  facts 
regarding  biological  tests  and  standards.  He  thought 
they  should  say  how  pleased  they  were  with  the 
excellent  work  done  by  Dr.  Burn  during  the  whole  of 
the  time  he  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Laboratories. 
The  Council  also  desired  to  acknowledge  his  work  in  the 
acLministration  of  the  financial  as  well  as  the  scientific 
side  of  the  laboratories.  He  proposed  the  adoption  of 
the  report. 

The  Vice-President,  seconding,  said  the  report  was 
of  very  great  interest.  The  Laboratories,  during  the 
seven  years  since  their  establishment,  had  been  of 
the  greatest  value  to  the  community  and  had  certainly 
enhanced  very  materially  the  prestige  of  the  Society. 
He  believed  that  as  time  went  on  they  would  continue 
to  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  community. 

Mr.  Humphrey  drew  attention  to  the  undoubted 
necessity  for  the  study  of  physiology  and  pharmaco- 
logy. This  was  a  point  which  had  been  emphasised  by 
medical  practitioners  and  others.  To  understand  the 
Pharmacopoeia  they  must  have  some  knowledge  of 
physiology  and  pharmacology,  and  these  subjects 
should  be  included  in  the  curriculum.  He  hoped  Dr. 
Burn  was  going  to  be  encouraged,  for  he  had  now 
proved  to  his  own  satisfaction  that  it  was  possible 
to  obtain  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  two  subjects 
without  a  preliminary  grounding  in  biology. 
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Report  on  Edinburgh  Examinations 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Privy  Council  enclosing 
a  copy  of  Professor  Stpckman's  report  on  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  following  are  the  principal  passages  in  the 
report :  — • 

During  1932  I  attended  on  twelve  occasions  the  examinations 
held  by  the  Scottish  Board  of  Examiners.  I  inspected  on 
three  occasions  the  arrangements  made  for  conducting  the 
written  examinations  at  the  Society's  House  in  Edinburgh 
and  at  the  Royal  Technical  College,  Glasgow.  These  were 
eminently  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  the  comfort  of  the 
candidates  and  the  precautions  taken  against  the  possible 
occurrence  of  iixegularities.  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  care  and  fairness  shown  by  all  the  examiners.  In  the 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination,  four 
"  passes  "  out  of  nineteen  candidates  is  not  a  satisfactory 
result.  In  previous  reports  I  have  drawn  attention  to  certain 
aspects  of  this  examination  which  seem  to  me  to  require 
alteration,  and  I  understand  that  consideration  is  being  given 
to  this. 

PiiARMACoPCEiA  Commission 

The  secretary  reported  that  following  negotiations 
with  the  two  Irish  societies  Messrs.  Hines,  Neathercoat 
and  Skinner  had  been  appointed  delegates  to  the 
Nomination  Committee  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mission. 

Manchester  Scholarship 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  T.  Miller,  Manchester, 
stating  that  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association 
learned  with  satisfaction  of  the  decision  of  the  Council 
to  increase  the  value  of  the  Manchester  scholarship  to 
£45,  and  ultimately  to  £60  a  year. 

Mr.  Simmons  said  they  in  Manchester  were  taking  the 
opportunity  to  circularise  the  whole  of  the  employers 
in  the  area,  and  he  thought  something  of  the  same  kind 
might  be  done  in  Liverpool.  He  hoped  they  would  get 
a  more  satisfactory  type  of  candidate. 

Mr.  Parry  said  this  was  one  of  the  occasions  when  he 
had  to  bow  to  Manchester,  where  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  chemists  and  the  University  was  much  closer 
than  was  possible  at  the  present  time  in  Liverpool.  They 
in  the  latter  city,  however,  were  doing  their  best  in  this 
matter. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  showed  that 
amended  regulations  for  the  Herbarium  prize  had  been 
considered,  and  were  now  submitted  to  the  Council.  The 
amended  regulations  were  approved,  and  will  come  into 
force  on  September  1,  1933. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  ten  applica- 
tions had  been  considered  and  grants  made,  ranging  from 
;^i3  to  ;^3o.  A  summary  of  the  Committee's  three 
months'  work  stated  that  forty-nine  grants  had  been 
made,  amounting  in  all  to  ;^i,o87  los.  od.  During  the 
same  period  the  incom.e  was  ;^i,25i  3s.  5d.  The  follow- 
ing special  contributions  were  acknowledged :  — Edin- 
burgh District  Chemists'  Trade  Association  (collected  at 
Annual  Burns  Dinner),  £8  los.;  H.  J.  Kluge,  £5  5s.;  Mr.

Mr.  Beardsley  drew  attention  to  the  donation  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Freke.  This,  he  said,  had  been  made  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  the  concessions  granted  by  the  Income 
Tax  authorities.  It  was  an  experiment,  and  the  Com- 
mittee would  be  kept  informed  of  any  difficulties  en- 
countered by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Freke  regarding  refund.  What 
actually  happened  was  that  instead  of  £^  5s.  being  given 
to  the  Fund  it  would  benefit  by  over  £j . 

Mrs.  Freke  said  that  any  sum,  however  small,  would 
be  welcomed  by  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee.  If 


promised  for  a  period  of  years  a  refund  was  obtainable 
by  the  financial  secretary  from  the  Income  Tax  authori- 
ties, and  the  Fund  would  benefit  accordingly. 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  the  period  referred  to  was  seven 
years. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

This  committee  reported  that  they  had  received  three 
applications  and  made  grants  of  £26  in  each  case.  During 
the  quarter  they  had  given  grants  in  ten  cases,  amount- 
ing altogether  to  £ig(>-    The  report  was  adopted. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Conference  submitted  a  report.  This  showed  that  the 
chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Local  Committee  had  re- 
ported the  arrangements  which  had  been  made  for  the 
London  Conference.  It  was  resolved  to  ask  the  Council 
if  the  delegates'  meetings  could  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  afternoons  instead  of  the  Tuesday  after- 
noon and  Wednesday  morning.  The  Executive  would 
recommend  to  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  in  London 
that  the  invitation  for  the  Conference  to  meet  in  Leeds  in 
1934  accepted,  but  only  provisional  acceptance  could 
be  given  at  the  present  time  of  the  date  suggested — the 
week  commencing  July  16,  1934.  An  invitation  had  been 
received  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  for  the  Conference  to  meet  in  Belfast  in  1935. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the 
last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of  ;^38  is.  lod., 
amounted  to  ;^8,4g8  19s.  id.,  comprising  the  following 
items: — Subscriptions,  ;^6,3i5  4s.

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
Marns,  stated  that  in  England  and  Wales,  since  the 
last  report,  551  shops  have  been  visited  ;  of  these  260 
were  chemists'  shops.  In  all  the  chemists'  shops  cer- 
tificates were  exhibited.  At  seven  of  the  remaining  291 
shops,  carried  on  by  unqualified  persons,  certain  infringe- 
ments of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  reported.  In  Scotland, 
since  the  last  report,  seventy-one  shops  have  been 
visited  ;  of  these  seventy  were  chemists'  shops,  at  all  of 
which  certificates  were  exhibited. 

"  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal." 

At  the  meeting  on  February  i  the  Council  appointed 
Mr.  J.  W.  Havnes  manager  of  the  Publications  Depart- 
ment and  Mr."' W.  K.  Fitch,  M.P.S.,  editor  of  "The 
Pharmaceutical  Journal."  The  appointments  will  in- 
volve the  retirement  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  from  the  editor- 
ship of  "The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  and  Mr.  H. 
Ffoulkes  from  the  post  of  advertising  manager  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Journal."  Mr.  Gilmour  will  be  suc- 
cee  'ed  by  Mr.  Fitch  at  the  beginning  of  March  ;  Mr. 
Floulkes  will  continue  his  service  with  the  Society  until 
June  30.    This  was  all  the  public  ljusiness. 
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National  Pharmaceuiical  Union 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held 
at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  January 
24,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  in  the  chair. 

Gift  Schemes 

The  Executive  received  a  report  upon  the  replies  which 
had  been  received  from  the  branches  in  regard  to  gift 
schemes.  A  number  of  resolutions  had  been  received 
deprecating  the  system  and  promising  support  to  the 
N.P.U.  in  any  effective  action  it  might  decide  to  take 
with  a  view  to  getting  such  schemes  stopped  so  far  as  the 
chemists'  trade  was  concerned. 

The  Executive  considered  a  scheme  which  had  been 
originated  by  the  Plymouth  and  District  Branch  for  deal- 
ing with  firms  who  were  doing  something  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  pharmacist.  It  was  decided  that  this  scheme 
should  be  considered  again  when  the  replies  to  the  circu- 
lar on  gift  schemes  had  all  been  received. 

New  N.H.I.  Contracts 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  con- 
firming the  arrangements  made  in  regard  to  the  terms  of 
service  from  January  i,  1933,  onwards. 

A  suggestion  had  been  received  that  in  view  of  the 
heavy  amount  of  dispensing  which  must  have  been  done 
during  January,  no  deduction  should  be  made  from  the 
January  accounts.  The  Executive  considered  that  it 
would  be  inadvisable  to  adopt  the  suggestion,  and 
decided  to  ask  the  Distribution  Committee  to  continue 
on  the  same  terms  as  last  year,  with  a  deduction  of  15 
per  cent,  off  the  fees  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and 
10  per  cent,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  including  the 
"  economy  cut  "  in  each  case. 

Testing  of  Dispensing 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  stat- 
ing that  as  a  result  of  experience  of  the  working  of  the 
scheme  for  testing  drugs  and  appliances  the  Minister  had 
decided  that  it  was  desirable  that  he  should  have  author- 
ity to  prescribe  by  regulations  the  number  of  tests  taken 
annually  by  insurance  committees,  and  he  therefore  pro- 
posed to  add  a  sub-article  to  the  article  in  question.  The 
Executive  decided  to  offer  no  objection  to  the  proposal. 

Supply  of  Proprietary  Preparations 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  say- 
ing that  it  had  been  represented  to  the  Ministry  that  they 
had  no  right  to  interfere  between  a  doctor  and  his  patient 
by  suggesting  that  a  chemist  should  supply  quantities  of 
proprietaries  other  than  those  ordered.  The  observations 
of  the  Executive  were  asked  in  regard  to  amendments 
being  made  to  the  provisions  which  would  make  it  less 
objectionable  from  the  medical  point  of  view.  The  Ex- 
ecutive resolved  that  the  proposal  be  accepted,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  chemists  were  not  to  suffer  any  financial 
loss  as  a  result  of  the  amendments. 

National  Publicity  Scheme 

Several  suggestions  were  received  and  considered  in 
regard  to  the  national  publicity  scheme,  and  were  de- 
ferred for  further  consideration  before  the  scheme  is 
launched.  A  report  was  received  upon  the  district  meet- 
ings which  had  been  held.  At  every  one  of  these  meetings 
the  proposal  for  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Publicity 
Association  had  been  endorsed,  although  there  was  a  lack 
of  real  enthusiasm  and  attendance  at  the  meetings  had 
not  been  very  satisfactory. 

Spirit  of  Peppermint 

A  reply  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  definitely  refusing  to  allow  any  rebate 
on  spirit  of  peppermint. 

Standard  Trade  Descriptions 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  National 
Chamber  of  Trade  asking  for  the  opinion  of  the  Executive 


on  the  proposal  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Trade  regard- 
ing this  subject.  The  Board  of  Trade,  it  was  stated, 
desire  to  standardise  trade  descriptions  of  every  kind  ; 
but  owing  to  the  representations  which  had  been  made 
as  to  the  difficulty  of  doing  so  without  further  informa- 
tion, a  Bill  designed  to  carry  out  this  object  which  was 
introduced  had  been  withdrawn  by  the  Government  and 
new  proposals  had  been  submitted  to  the  various  trades 
concerned.  The  suggestion  is  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
should  refer  to  an  authoritative  body,  to  be  established  for 
the  purpose,  applications  from  persons  appearing  to  them 
to  have  a  substantial  interest  in  the  matter  for  an  Order 
defining  the  meaning  of  any  word  or  expression  used  as 
or  as  part  of  a  trade  description  relating  to  the  material 
of  which  any  goods  are  composed.  This  body  would 
hear  applications  and  would  receive  evidence  from  any- 
one who  was  affected,  and  would  then  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  Board  of  Trade  so  that  an  Order  in  Coun- 
cil could  be  made  providing  that  specified  trade  descrip- 
tions should  only  be  applied  as  defined  in  the  Order,  and 
if  otherwise  applied  they  were  to^be  deemed  to  be  false 
descriptions  within  the  meaning  of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Acts.  The  Executive  resolved  to  take  no  action 
in  regard  to  the  matter  for  the  time  being. 

Photographic  Dealers'  Association 
The  Executive  considered  the  correspondence  which 
had  taken  place  with  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion in  regard  to  photographic  dealers.  A  special  sub- 
committee was  appointed  to  consider  the  position  and 
report  to  the  Executive. 

Standards  for  Cod-Liver  Oil  Emulsion 
A  letter  was  received  from  the  Salford  city  analyst 
drawing  attention  to  the  great  variation  in  the  content 
of  oil  and  hypophosphites  in  this  emulsion,  and  asking 
if  the  N.P.U.  would  be  agreeable  to  requiring  from 
manufacturers  that  any  deviation  from  the  B.P.C.  con- 
tent of  cod-liver  oil  or  hypophosphites  should  be  clearly 
indicated  on  the  label.  The  Executive  directed  that  a 
copy  of  the  letter  from  the  city  analyst  be  sent  to  the 
Manufacturers'  Association,  and  that  a  reply  be  sent  to 
the  Salford  city  analyst  saying  that  the  Executive  had 
no  power  to  require  manufacturers  to  take  such  action, 
and  that  they  were  not  convinced  that  such  a  change 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  retail  chemists,  or  would 
necessarily  be  of  benefit  to  the  public. 

Drug  Supplies  to  Small  Shops 
The  district  meeting  of  N.P.U.  members  at  Swansea 
passed  a  resolution  that  any  chemist  who  supplied  small 
shops  should  be  debarred  from  taking  office  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive of  the  Union.  This  was  considered  carefully  and 
it  was  ultimately  resolved: — "That  the  Executive  sup- 
ports the  principle  underlying  the  resolution,  but  regards 
the  electorate  as  the  deciding  factor  in  the  choice  of  its 
representatives  and  of  the  conditions  of  election." 

C.D.A.  Matters 

TJie  secretary  reported  that  there  were  eight  cases 
outstanding  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  directors,  of 
which  two  iiad  been  settled  as  follows: — Burns  on  neck 
caused  by  wrong  lotion  used  owing  to  transposed  labels  ;

An 
address  on  Co-operative  Advertising  was  given  by  Mr. 
E.  A.  Atkins.  Mr.  Francis,  in  the  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed, made  several  suggestions,  and  on  the  request  of 
Mr.  Atkins  it  was  agreed  to  send  the  recommendations 
to  the  N.P.U.  A  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  Mr. 
E.  Oswald  Wells,  was  carried  with  acclamation. 

Warwickshire. —  The  Warwickshire  Branch  met  on 
January  26.  Mr.  F.  B.  Wooddisse  (Kenilworth)  was 
elected  Chairman  in  place  of  Mr.  Hutton  (resigned),  and 
Mr.  C.  Davis  (Leamington)  was  re-elected  Secretary.  The 
increasing  number  of  gift  schemes  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  proprietary  articles  was  viewed  with  apprehension 
by  the  Branch,  and  it  was  resolved  to  support  any  efforts 
made  by  the  N.P.U.  to  persuade  manufacturers  to  give 
up  these  schemes.  The  secretary  reported  on  a  complaint 
that  certain  preparations  supplied  unstamped  for  dispen- 
sing were  marked  in  different  figures  to  the  stamped 
article,  and  that  this  practice  had  caused  some  difficulty 
and  confusion.  The  matter  had  been  referred  to  the 
N.P.U.  He  further  stated  that  he  had  consented  to  act 
as  secretary  to  the  P.A.T.A.  for  the  present  year,  and 
the  Branch  agreed.

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Trade  Reporl 

Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.  Prices  recorded  for 
crude  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.  Qualities  of 
chemicals,  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values 
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Business  coming  on  the  markets  for  some  products  is  quite 
good  while  tlie  call  for  others  is  still  distinctly  small,  com- 
modities in  the  crude  drugs  market  being  the  chief  sufferers. 
This  market  may  liven  up  in  the  near  future  as  it  is  reported 
that  the  wholesale  druggists  have  done  quite  well  this 
month.  Sterling  has  had  a  steady  week,  except  that  the 
Canadian  dollar  has  slumped  and  has  upset  one  or  two 
markets.  The  demand  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  has 
again  been  quite  good  for  internal  trade  and  the  general 
tone  here  is  steady.  Guaiacols  are  dearer  on  spot.  The  new 
scale  of  prices  for  phenacetin  has  been  issued  and  is  on  a 
comparatively  low  level.  Sulphonal,  amidopyrin,  phenazone 
and  similar  markets  are  all  steadier,  with  much  less  price- 
cutting  in  evidence.  In  crude  drugs  business  is  patchy,  with 
a  number  of  important  articles  still  very  quiet.  Balsam 
Tolu  is  again  a  point  dearer  on  spot.  Belladonna  root  is  now 
practically  unobtainable  on  spot  and  high  prices  have  been 
paid  this  week,  Japanese  camphor  is  flat.  Gum  acacia  is 
steadier  and  there  is  some  interest  in  the  new  crop. 
Ipecacuanha  is  more  or  less  lifeless.  Menthol  has  had  a  bad 
week  and  forvvard  is  slightly  easier.  Riibber  lias  reached  low 
rates.  The  fall  in  the  Canadian  dollar  has  cheapened  senega 
to  come  forward.  Senna  pods  are  steady.  Cascara  sagrada 
is  well  up  to  the  recent  advance  for  spot  and  shipment  is 
firm.  The  essential  oils  m.irket  is  by  no  means  generally 
active,  but  at  the  same  time  a  fairly  satisfactory  volume  of 
business  is  being  done  in  some  products.  Bergamot  seems 
to  be  steady  and  the  demand  has  improved.  Ceylon  and  Java 
citronella  have  been  quiet  and  are  a  point  easier,  except  the 
latter  for  spot,  with  a  shortage.  Bourbon  geranium  for  ship- 
ment is  dearer  and  offers  are  being  restricted  at  origin;  spot 
supplies  are  also  scarce.  There  has  been  a  good  inquiry  for 
new  crop  Sicilian  hand-pressed  lemon,  l^almarosa  is  cheaper. 
Japanese  peppermint  has  been  disappointing  and  is  easier 
forward.  Wormseed  is  at  lower  rates.  Coal-tar  products  are 
generally  steady,  the  weak  features  being  cresylic  acid  and 
creosote  oil.  Carbolic  acid  crystals  are  at  high  rates  and 
supplies  are  short.  In  fixed  oils  business  has  been  slow  with 
palm  oils  easier.  American  turpentine  and  linseed  oil  are 
slightly  lower.

Bergamot  Oil 

Following  the  order  whereby  the  bergamot  oil  industry  was 
again  put  on  a  free  trade  basis,  a  Royal  Decree  Law 
(No.  1527)  was  published  in  the  Italian  official  gazette 
whereby  the  stock  of  bergamot  oil  held  by  the  con- 
sortium for  sale  for  the  account  of  the  producers,  is 
declared  to  be  the  property  of  the  consortium  at  the 
price  of  seven  lire  per  Calabrian  pound  (same  as  Sicilian 
pound).  This  fixed  price  of  seven  lire  per  pound  repre- 
sents one-half  of  the  market  price  for  bergamot  oil  which 
is  selling  at  around  14  lire  per  Sicilian  pound.  The  advances 
already  paid  out  to  producers  by  the  general  bergamot  ware- 
house against  warehouse  warrants  will  be  reimbursed  to  the 
general  warehouse  by  the  consortium  up  to  the  amount  of 
seven  lire  per  Calabrian  pound.  It  is  further  provided  that 
the  bergamot  oil  will  then  be  sold  for  what  it  will  bring  under 
guarantee  that  it  will  be  used  for  purposes  other  than  its 
normal  use  as  a  perfume  material.  The  Ministry  of  Corpora- 
tions has  appropriated  5,000,000  lire  to  cover  the  cost  to  the 
consortium  of  taking  over  and  disposing  of  the  stock  of  berga- 
mot oil.  From  the  day  of  the  publication  of  the  decree  in  the 
official  gazette,  the  consortium  is  prohibited  from  entering 
into  any  business  transactions,  except  such  transactions  as  are 
connected  with  the  disposal  of  the  stock  of  oil  in  question. 

Sicilian  Citric  Acid  Exports 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1932  exports  of  citric  acid 
amounted  to  577,219  kilos.,  valued  at  4,239,277  lire,  compared 
with  the  higher  figure  of  959.842  kilos.,  valued  at  9,797,404 
lire  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1931.  Shipments  to  all 
leading  consuming  countries  fell  off  decidedly  during  the 
first  half  of  1932,  compared  with  the  same  period  of  the 
previous  year,  particularly  to  the  United  Kingdom,  which 
took  only  20,300  kilos.,  valued  at  140,880  lire,  in, 1932,  whereas 
the  exports  during  the  first  half  of  1931  amounted  to  273,119 
kilos.,  valued  at  2,708,273  lire.

Goods  in  France 

Sir, — A  better  place  and  opportunity  could  not  present 
itself  to  British  manufacturers  to  discuss  the;r  export 
business  than  the  Buyers'  Club  at  the  British  Industries 
Fair.  I  sincerely  trust  that  all  those  interested  in  foreign 
commerce  will  do  their  utmost  to  visit  the  chemical  and 
druggists'  sections  of  the  Olympia  section.  For  some 
time  now  the  great  handicap  to  British  goods  in  France 
has  been  the  uncertain  high  tariffs.  From  previous  ex- 
perience, when  discussing  the  question  of  duties,  trans- 
port and  importing  charges,  many  manufacturers  have 
replied:  "We  are  informed  that  British  goods  (referring 
generally  to  patent  medicines)  pay  15  per  cent,  on  invoice 
value  plus  6  per  cent,  importation  tax."  This  does  not 
seem  heavy  at  a  glance.  When  the  goods  arrive  the 
aspect  changes.  How  many  in  England  have  seen  a 
French  customs  sheet  or  duty  slip?  The  following  is  an 
exact  copy  of  one,  which  accompanies  all  packets  either 
by  post  or  rail,  and  which  refers  to  a  small,  urgent  and 
assorted  order  from  a  London  wholesaler.  The  value  of 
the  invoice  was  17s.  lod.,  or  75.75  fr. :  —

Education  and  Apprenticeship 

Sir, — "  Meteor,"  who  writes  on  the  above  subject  in 
your  issue  of  January  28  (p.  96),  is  aptly  named.  He 
flaslies  across  your  pages  in  a  truly  dazzling  manner, 
annihilating  in  his  transit  such  time-honoured  institu- 
tions as  the  B.P.  and  colleges  of  pharmacy,  and  trailing 
over  the  clear  skies  of  thought  a  nebula  of  hazy  notions. 
"It  is  obvious  that  no  dispenser  in  his  right  mind  ever 
dreams  of  making  a  B.P.  preparation."  Alas!  then  I 
am  mad,  for  I  make  them  daily — not  for  amusement, 
nor  to  minister  to  a  disordered  fancy,  but  because  certain 
misguided  persons,  prescribers  and  customers,  require 
them.  True,  the  B.P.,  considered  as  a  formulary,  is  not 
an  ideal  compilation  ;  but  as  a  standard  and  guide  to  the 
preparation  of  medicines  it  surely  has  its  uses.  What  are 
these  wonderful  "  newer  galenicals,"  pounds  and  gallons 
of  which  are  made  in  the  up-to-date  dispensary  of  the 
ultra-modern  apprentice-master?  I  dare  swear  that  most 
of  their  ingredients  are  to  be  found  in  the  B.P.,  where 
a  certain  standard  of  purity  is  demanded  of  them. 
"  Meteor's  "    suggested    syllabus    of    the  Qualifying 


examination  is  a  consummate  example  of  perverse 
reasoning.  Why  should  the  student  be  examined  in 
tablet-making  and  the  tubing  of  ointments,  operations 
which  the  shopkeeping  chemist  (for  whom  this  syllabus 
is  designed)  seldom  has  an  opportunity  of  performing  as 
part  ot  the  normal  routine  of  his  day's  work,  but  not 
in  maceration,  percolation  and  the  making  of  ointments, 
which  aie  everyday  jobs  in  every  dispensary  worthy  of 
the  name?  Can  pills,  emulsions  and  plasters  be  truly 
termed  obsolete  so  long  as  they  are  m  daily  demand 
throughout  the  country.-'  As  for  the  analysis  of  water, 
urine,  etc.,  I  seem  to  remember  these  subjects  having 
been  included  in  the  syllabus  when  I  was  working  for 
the  Minor  twenty-live  years  ago.  "  Materia  medica  and 
Latin  [and]  botany  should  be  definitely  cut  out."  But 
these  subjects,  apart  from  the  fact  that  they  are  of  un- 
doubted use  to  the  pharmacist,  have  cultural  value  ; 
the  student  who  is  well  grounded  in  them  is  equipped  to 
take  an  interest  in  the  piant-life  of  the  earth,  in  the 
languages  of  Europe  and  their  literature,  and  therefore 
to  enjoy  life  more  fully  and  to  be  a  better  all-round 
human  being.  As  a  tilt  at  traditional  orthodoxy 
"  Meteor's  "  essay  is  good  fun  ;  as  a  piece  of  construc- 
tive.criticism  it  is  negligible. — Yours  faithfully,

make  a  few  comments  on  the  article  by  "  Meteor  "  in 
your  issue  of  last  week.  Having  carefully  read  this 
extraordinary  article,  I  must  disa,gree  with  several  of  his 
remarks.  Although  only  one  of  his  young  impudent 
dispensers  (surely  he  means  chemists),  I  have  had  ex- 
perience in  upwards  of  twenty  pharmacies,  ranging  from 
working-class  to  a  high-class  inland  spa,  and  have  yet 
to  find  one  with  a  well-equipped  dispensary  or  any  sign 
of  a  laboratory  ;  and  I  must  therefore  congratulate  him 
on  the  up-to-date  equipment  of  his  pharmacy — surely 
he  stands  alone.  Apprenticeship,  since  its  inception,  has 
been  regarded  by  employers  purely  as  a,  source  of  cheap 
labour  ;  and  an  apprentice  iias  only  to  thank  the  much- 
despised  college  of  pharmacy  for  any  insight  he  may 
have  into  dispensing,  pharmacy,  or  even  the  way  to  keep 
a  bench  clean.  Finally,  although  I  have  had  the 
apparent  misfortune  to  be  trained  almost  entirely  on  the 
B.P.  at  a  college  of  pharmacy,  1  find  I  am  quite  efficient 
at  making  those  pounds  and  gallons  of  B.P.C.  prepara- 
tions if  ever  called  on  to  do  so.

Sir, — "  Meteor's  "  criticisms  of  the  training  of  appren- 
tices and  of  the  syllabus  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  ex- 
amination are  curiously  contradictory.  He  apparently 
finds  no  use  for  the  B.P.,  1932,  and  is  prepared  to  wait 
for  the  ne.xt  edition  of  the  B.P.C. — which,  we  are  as- 
sured, will  contain  many  galenicals  which  have  been 
deleted  from  the  B.P.  His  favoured  formulary  will  thus 
be  about  twenty  years  old  in  many  respects.  Again,  he 
says  that  "  no  dispenser  in  his  right  mind  ever  dreams  of 
making  a  B.P.  preparation."  I  can  assure  him  that 
many  preparations  can  still  be  made  better  than  they  can 
be  bought — syrups,  macerated  tinctures,  ointments,  infu- 
sions— and  at  a  cost  which  will  pay  for  qualified  labour 
to  be  employed — more  profitably  still  if  made  by  appren- 
tice labour.  His  suggested  syllabus  is  weird  and  wonder- 
ful. Pills  and  emulsions  have  become  obsolete !  Pos- 
sibly, in  some  districts ;  but  then  he  proceeds  to  add 
analyses  of  water,  milk,  urine,  blood,  etc.  Will  he  let 
us  know  what  percentage  of  retail  businesses  undertake 
this  work?  Water  analysis  requires  special  premises  to 
ensure  an  ammonia-free  atmosphere.  Blood  and  urine  are 
tested  by  doctors  ;  and  if  occasionally  they  call  upon  a 
pharmacist  to  undertake  such  work,  they  are  not  willing 
to  pay  professional  fees.     In  any  case  the  dispensing 
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chemist  cannot  compete  with  the  B.Sc,  B.Pharm.,  and 
A. I.e.  If  he  wants  to  be  an  analyst  well  and  good,  let 
him  qualify  for  the  job  and  leave  pharmacy.

Sir, — One  reads  with  considerable  interest,  and 
applauds,  the  whole-heartedness  of  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson 
in  his  endeavours  to  secure  agreement  and  patronage  for 
his  publicity  scheme.  It  is  natural,  of  course,  when 
members  are  asked  for  subscriptions  towards  any  par- 
ticular objective  to  propound  all  manner  of  queries  ;  but 
pharmacists  in  general  should,  by  now,  be  thoroughly 
advertising-minded.  To  my  own  mind,  Mr.  Mallinson's 
scheme  will  be  the  turning  point  of  the  pharmaceutical 
depression  ;  but  it  is  not  a  scheme  to  hesitate  over,  nor 
to  lend  a  hand  in  unwillingly.  Roughly  it  is  estimated, 
as  a  result  of  a  questionnaire,  that  the  total  for  one 
year's  publicity  will  be  ;^20,ooo.  Such  a  sum  reads  and 
sounds  very  effective.  Many  manufacturers  of  medicines, 
toilet  preparations  and  infant  foods  spend  a  similar 
amount  each  month  of  the  year  however.  It  there- 
fore is  of  extreme  necessity  that  the  cash  is  spent 
judiciously  in  its  most  effective  and  economic  channels, 
and  the  suggestion  put  by  a  member  at  Leeds  recently 
that  experts  should  be  consulted  is  wise.  To  the  actual 
policy  appeal,  no  doubt,  Mr.  Mallinson  has  given  serious 
thought,  but  so  far  we  are  in  complete  oblivion.  What- 
ever it  is,  whatever  the  message,  it  will  more  easily  do  its 
job  coupled  with  brevity.  The  public  are  not  going  to 
read  yards  of  reasons  why,  nor  technical  stuff.  It  will 
need  a  catchy  headline  and  a  telling  and  lasting  slogan. 
My  own  suggestion  is  "  Get  it  at  the  Chemist's."  Its 
origin  rests  with  a  well-known  West  End  store,  and  I 
offer  my  apologies  to  them.  "  Get  it  at  the  Chemist's  " 
should  be  on  everyone's  mind.  ;^20,ooo  will  not  allow  a 
great  frequency  of  insertions  in  the  Press.  Perhaps  a 
fairly  large  initial  announcement  could  be  made,  and  then 
small  spaces  only  used  for  a  period  as  reminders.  News- 
papers— and  particularly  those  with  the  largest  circula- 
tions— demand  high  rates,  as  much  as  £8  per  single- 
column  inch,  and  it  seems  obvious  that  absolute  discre- 
tion is  needed  in  choosing  the  correct  media.  Priority 
should  be  given  to  women's  papers  and  papers  that  get 
home.  It  is  certain  that  a  "  Get  it  at  the  Chemist's  " 
campaign  could  be  greatly  augmented  by  pharmacists  in 
their  own  local  publicity  efforts,  by  repetition  of  the 
adopted  slogan.  The  appropriation  will  hardly  allow  for 
any  outdoor  advertising,  unless  some  of  the  large  manu- 
facturers of  sundries  give  a  small  proportion  of  their  space 
on  posters,  etc.,  to  the  slogan.  The  "  Eat  More  Fish  " 
campaign,  the  series  on  "  Eat  More  Fruit,"  the  "  Buy 
British  "  scheme  and  others  were  all  big  successes  ;  and 
a  "  Get  it  at  the  Chemist's  "  plan  seems  to  have  as 
sound  a  basis  and  as  responsive  a  future  as  any  of  the 
forerunners  of  community  advertising. — Yours,  etc.,

When  a  scheme  is  evolved  that  will  benefit  subscribers, 
whilst  excluding  non-subscribers,  chain-store  chemists 
and  co-operative  societies,  I  will  support  it,  but  candidly 
I  prefer  to  be  left  to  do  my  own  advertising.  Direct 
advertising  of  a  commodity  is  much  better  than  abstract 
principles.

Increased  Price  of  Roll  Films 

Sir, — The  arrival  by  the  same  post  of  a  number  of 
circulars  couched  in  identical  terms  shows  that  the  in- 
crease in  price  of  films  was  the  result  of  agreed  action 
by  the  manufacturers.  Faced  with  uneconomic  prices, 
the  manufacturers  had  the  alternatives  of  increasing  the 
price  directly  (as  they  have  done)  and  indirectly  (by 
reducing  the  number  of  exposures  per  spool  and  main- 
taining the  1932  prices.  For  three  reasons  I  consider 
that  the  indirect  method  would  have  been  preferable:  — 
(i)  Increasing  the  price  is  bound  to  leave  a  feeling  of 
irritation  and  deter  people  from  using  films  as  freely  as 
they  would  otherwise  do.    A  reduction  in  the  number 


of  exposures  would  pass  unnoticed  by  many  people. 
(2)  Most  cameras  are  not  suitable  for  eight-exposure 
films.  Numerous  films  have  been  handed  in  which  would 
not  wind  in  the  camera  after  the  sixth  exposure.  This 
difficulty  ought  to  be  overcome  irrespective  of  price 
alterations.  (3)  Many  retailers  own  automatic  machines 
for  delivering  3^  by  2-}  films  for  is.  These  are  now 
rendered  useless.  I  suggest,  therefore,  that  it  would  be 
better  to  give  a  seven-exposure  ordinary  film  and  a  six- 
exposure-chrome  film  for  IS.  in  the  20  size,  and  for 
IS.  3d.  or  IS.  4d.  in  the  16  size. — Yours  truly,

C.  E.  (9/81). — Red  mite  on  canaries. — Dust  the  bird 
with  insect-powder,  especially  under  the  wings,  and  paint 
the  cage,  including  all  crevices,  with  pine  oil  or  terebene. 
If  the  bird  bathes,  add  a  teaspoonful  of  infusion  of  quassia 
to  the  bath-water.  A  white  cloth  thrown  over  the  cage 
at  night  will  attract  the  insects,  which  can  then  be 
destroyed.

W.  R.  (13/81). — Defrosting  roads. — We  have  no 
knowledge  of  the  particular  preparation  which  is  being 
used  on  greyhound  racing  tracks,  but  calcium  chloride  in 
solution  and  flake  has  been  successfully  employed  for 
defrosting  roads  in  Canada.  The  strength  of  the  solu- 
tion is  from  25-30  per  cent.  In  the  case  of  the  flake  it 
is  mixed  with  sand  or  breeze  and  in  the  event  of  refreez- 
ing  acts  as  a  binder,  thus  giving  a  roughened  surface. 

H.  J.  G.  (9/81). — Killing  moles. — Pledgets  of  cotton- 
wool soaked  in  the  carbon  disulphide  should  be  placed  in 
the  animals'  runs  and  covered  with  turf.  An  alternative 
method  of  destruction  is  by  red  squill  baits.  These  can 
be  made  as  follows  :  — 

Meal      25  gm. 

Shredded  meat  ...       ...       ...    21  gm. 

Liquid  red  squill         ...       ...    21  gm. 

Divide  into  fifteen  baits  and  insert  two  in  each  hole. 
The  baits  should  not  be  touched  by  the  hands.

A  Draft  Pharmacy  Bill 

A  draft  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bill  has  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  submitted  to 
the  Privy  Council.  It  proposes  to  make  a  schedule  of 
"poisonous"  substances,  to  include  sulphuric,  hydro- 
chloric, nitric,  and  carbolic  acids,  and  chloride  of  anti- 
mony, but  does  not  ask  that  the  sale  of  these  shall  be 
restricted  to  chemists.  It  would  confine  the  sale  of 
patent  medicines  containing  poison  to  chemists,  and 
require  them  to  be  labelled  "  Poison."  By  its  other  pro- 
visions branch  shops  would  require  qualified  managers, 
medical  prescriptions  could  only  be  dispensed  by  chem- 
ists, and  companies  would  not  be  able  to  keep  open 
chemists'  shops.  ...  It  by  no  means  follows  that  the 
Privy  Council  are  committed  to  the  adoption  of  all  or 
any  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  suggestions.
